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House overrides school-aid veto

The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
181 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and Lei and 
Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F. Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously. 


Four Northwest suburban legisla- 


tors, Harold Katz,, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park; and Ted F. Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

Daley and Democrats loyal to him 


had been lobbying for the veto over- 
ride since the earlier vote which took 
place after Daley personally ad- 


dressed the House for the first time in 
his career as mayor. 


THE S81 MILLION will add to the 


state school-aid payments to school 
districts throughout the state, but will 
particularly benefit Chicago. The Chi- 
cago Public Schools face a $45 million 
deficit this year, because of the settle- 
ment of he Chicago teachers' strike 
arranged by Daley in September. 


Opponents of the override, including 


Walker and Republican State Comp- 
troller George Lindberg, said an over- 
ride of the veto would set the stage 
for a state tax increase next year. 
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After the vote, Schlickman said, "It 


was evident there was a great deal of 
arm-twisting and deal-making by the 
proponents to get the three votes. I'm 
sorry the House in their collective de- 
liberations accelerated the day an in- 
come tax increase will be needed."

Shea, D-Riverside, one of the leaders 
of the override effort, said, the vote 
would not cause higher state taxes. 
He said, "Even the most pessimistic 
estimates show there will be $120 mil- 
lion in the state treasury at the end of 
the fiscal year."

200 parents, teachers pack meeting 
NSSEO to recognize union 


More than 200 parents and teachers 


packed the Wednesday night board 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and 
participated in a tension-filled dis- 
cussion with the board concerning 
recognition of the NSSEO teacher's 
union. 


The board unanimously passed a 


resolution agreeing to recognize the 
teachers' union once an election was 
held to determine If the teachers were 
in favor of union representation. 


The board, however, refused to 


agree to a union request to negotiate 


this year's teachers' salaries, which 
were decided upon in September with- 
out teacher participation. 


PARENTS SPOKE in favor of re- 


opening negotiations on this year's 
salary schedule. They reacted with 
boos and groans when they were told 
by board members that the teachers 
ha'd not responded "in time" or by the 
beginning of the school year to the 
board's offer to recognize the union 
after an election. 


One parent said, "I am appalled at 


your (the board) attitude toward our 
teachers who are underpaid anyway. 


You treat them like children. This is 
all a bunch of baloney. They want to 
be treated like adults and negotiate 
like any other teachers." 


The union contends that the board 


said it would recognize the union only 
if the teachers agreed not to discuss 
this year's salaries and next year's 
working conditions. Teachers are ob- 
jecting to their present salary sched 
ule, saying 15 per cent of the teachers 
are frozen at their present wages.

Wednesday of plans to convert an old 
pool hall into a restaurant and lounge. 


Approval for the The Old Pool Hall 


Inc., 1 N. Vail Ave., came on a 7-to-l 
vote. Comr. Wayne Walters cast the 
negative vote. 


Partners in the venture, William 


Harvey, Michael Jordan and Robert 
Pennacchio, said they planned to open 
a restaurant serving steaks and sea- 
food with a lounge in the basement. 


They said the exterior of the build- 


ing, one of the oldest in the village, 
would be basically unchanged with 
the restaurant operation. However, a 
small addition on the east side of the 
building would house part of the kitch- 
en facilities,'they said. 


THE RESTAURANT would seat 


about 189 patrons. The lounge area 
would have 72 of the seats, they said. 


Robert Karton, attorney represent- 


ing the developers, said the majority 
of the business generated would come 
from the restaurant operation rather 
than from lounge customers. 


"This will not be a walk-in-off-the- 


street tavern," Karton said. He fur- 
ther said there would be no dis- 
cotheques or topless dancers in the 
lounge. 


Architects for the developers said 


there would be no signs on the restau- 
rant. They said there would be gold 
gilt lettering on the side windows, in 
keeping with the historic character of 
the 82-year-old building. 


Approval was recommended by the 


commissioners on the commitments 
there would be no drastic changes in 
what they termed the "historic land- 
mark," and favorable action by the 
village zoning board of appeals on the 
question of off-street parking. 


THE DEVELOPERS WILL appear 


before the zoning board of appeals 
Monday to ask some relief'from vil- 
lage codes requiring cash donations in 
lieu of providing off-street parking 
spaces. Estimates of the restaurant's 
contribution have run as high as 
$128,000. 


The plan commission did not enter 


detailed discussion of the parking 
question, leaving it to the board of ap- 
peals and final action by the village 
trustees. 


Walters voted against the project, 


saying it would be unfair to exempt 
the restaurant from requirements im- 


posed on other downtown businesses. 
He said if the restaurant is allowed to 
use the street parking spaces it could 
force other businesses out of oper- 
ation. 


The matter was referred to the vil- 


lage board, but no date for a hearing 
was set.

tion work will come from federal and 
state government agencies. The vil-

"This is the one intersection we've 


had the most adverse comments 
about," said Trustee Frank Palm- 
atier, finance committee chairman.

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Sadat: contact the Palestinians 
to bring about true Mideast peace 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Egyptian 


President Anwar Sadat in a speech to 
a joint meeting of Congress Wednes- 
day called on the United States "in 
the most emphatic terms" to establish 
contact with the Palestinians to bring 
about a true peace in the Middle East. 


The visiting Arab leader said he 


had come to Washington seeking un- 
derstanding, not aid, and urged the 
United States to refrain from spurring

the arms race in the Middle East. 


Sadat received a polite but restrained 


welcome from a Congress which his- 
torically has been an Israeli partisan 
in Middle East affairs. 


Speaking in English, Sadat told 


members of the House and Senate: 


"The Palestinian question is the 


heart and core of the entire dispute. 
Once solved, all other outstanding is- 
sues can be solved, thus realizing the 
hopes of many of us who are striving 
to make peace a living reality." 


He said the United States, "remains 


as the sole dissenter in the long over- 
due trend of establishing contacts 
with the Palestinians" and noted that 
"contacts bring understanding ... un- 
derstanding helps develop solutions." 


Sadat said he is aware of growing 


support for Palestinians among Con- 
gress, but said "much remains to be 
done and the aggrieved cannot be ex- 
pected to wait long." 


"Therefore, I urge you, in the most 


emphatic terms, to tend the Palesti- 
nian people your understanding and 
support. Help them to overcome des- 
pair and frustration," he said. 


Failure to do so, he said, "is but an 


open invitation to violence, negativ- 
ism and extremism.'" 


On other matters, Sadat said he 


"did not come here seeking aid or so- 
liciting promises and commitments. 
Rather I came to extend to you and 
all Americans a hand of friendship 
and understanding." 


But he said bluntly: "We expect the 


United States to cooperate with us in 
our drive to set in motion the process 
of an overall settlement that tackles 
all aspects of the Middle East con- 
flict. We expect it to refrain from 
spurring the arms race in the area, for 
this would certainly lead to the renew- 
al of armed conflict." • 


Als he spoke, the House Inter- 


national Relations Committee an- 
nounced it will hold public hearings 
Thursday on President Ford's request 
for $2.24 billion in military and eco- 
nomic aid to Israel and $750 million in 
economic aid to Egypt. 


Concerning bilateral relations, Sa- 


dat said: "I am not addressing you as 
an ally, but as a true friend, who is 
most willing to support you when you 
are right, and equally ready to draw 
your attention when we believe you 
are wrong." 


"I will not attempt to lure you with 


the illusion that our interests are iden- 
tical with yours," he said. ". . . but 
we have always admired many things 
in America and looked forward to the 
day when we work together towards a 
better understanding." 


Sadat departed from Andrews Air 


Force base for London at 9 p.m. He 
will confer with British officials en 
routs to Egypt.

Food price inflation to slow 


Food price inflation will slow to an annual rate of 4 to 5 per cent 


during the first half of 1976, the lowest rate since 1972 when a 4.5 
per cent gain was posted for the full year, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment predicted Wednesday. Economists warned that the forecast is 
heavily qualified because they cannot yet be certain about final 
export demand for the record 1975 crops. 


ERA defeats called 'definite blow' 


The unexpected defeat of state Equal Rights Amendments in New 


York and New Jersey was "a definite blow" to the bid for passage 
of a national ERA by next year, the national president of the 
League of Women Voters said Wednesday. In Washington, Ruth 
Clusen said, "We will have to double our efforts" in the wake of the 
defeat. "Failure to gain passage is definitely a blow to gaining 
ratification of the national amendment."

Beirut hit by bombings, kidnapings 


A wave of kidnapings and bombings swept war-battered Beirut 


Wednesday and rival militia leaders warned that their cease-fire 
would crumble and the Lebanese again be plunged into civil war if 
the violations continued. Barricades sprang up in some areas fol- 
lowing a day of sniping, kidnapings and bombings in the eastern 
suburbs and uptown sector of the capital, racked by eight weeks of 
civil war that claimed 1,200 dead and 3,000 wounded.

"So Frank Church is wrong." 
He also denied reports that Kissin- 


ger instigated Schlesinger's firing be- 
cause the two men disagreed over de- 
tente policy, and that Schlesinger's 
successor — White House chief of 
staff Donald Rumsfeld — would be 
more compliant. 


Elsewhere, a diplomatic source 


close to Schlesinger told UPI he was 
certain Kissinger did not seek Schles- 
inger's ouster and that there was no 


major policy disagreement between 
them. This source said he believed 
Schlesinger was fired because he 
clashed too strongly with Congress on 
the issue of the Pentagon budget. 


"I don't understand reports that 


Don Rumsfeld is soft on commu- 
nism," Nessen said — adding that 
was "half joking" with that choice of 
words. 


"The idea that the dismissal of 


Schlssinger removes a hard line voice 
in terms of dealing with the Soviet 
Union" is not true, he said. "Anyone 
who knows Don Rumsfeld and knows 
his record in Congress and as NATO 
Ambassador cannot believe Don is go- 
ing to be any less forceful in ex- 
pressing his views." 


King Hassan plans to stay behind 
Spanish Sahara marchers ready 


TARFAYA, Morrocco (UPI) - 


King Hassan II 
of Morocco said 


Wednesday his "peace march" into 
the Spanish Sahara will begin on 
schedule Thursday despite the threat 
of war. Moroccan government sources 
said it will not advance far enough to 
challenge Spanish troops defending 
the North African territory. 


Hassan dropped his earlier plan to 


lead the march of the 350,000 men, 
women and children massed on the 
frontier. 


"We wanted, dear people, to be at 


the head of this march. But the duty 
of a leader is to remain at the com- 
mand post," the king said in a nation- 
wide television speech. 


He said Morocco did not want to 


fight the Spaniards but warned the 
army was prepared to protect march- 
ers against other opposing forces. 
. 
Hassan's reported decision to cut 


the march short left him open to 


charges of backing down. But it also 
averted the likelihood of open war 
with Spain and possibly with neigh- 
boring Algeria as well. 


Both of these countries opposed a 


Moroccan takeover of the territory 
and advocated instead a self-determi- 
nation vote of its 80,000 inhabitants. 


"Tomorrow we shall cross the fron- 


tier to begin our march," Hassan 
said. 


He did not specify how far the 


marchers would go. 


Reports from El Aiun, capital of the 


Spanish Sahara, said the bulk of 
Spain's Tercio — or Foreign Legion — 
forces and other army units have en- 
trenched themselves along a defense 
line 15 miles south of the frontier. 


Hassan said: "If you run into any 


Spaniard, civilian or military, salute 
him, give him a cheer, because if we 
wanted to make war Avith Spain we 
wouldn't have sent civilians."

Gen. Franco put on kidney machine 


MADRID (UPI) -, Generalissimo 


Francisco Franco's do'ctors attached 
a kidney machine to the 82-year-old 
leader Wednesday to try to stem 
uremic poisoning that is threatening 
his amazing battle for life. Doctors 
also prepared for a possible lung 
crisis they said could mean the end. 


Franco's weight has dropped to 88 


pounds during his 19-day-old illness 
and he was described as in great 
pain, his condition grave. 


Medical consultants said kidney 


failure, the latest complication wrack- 
ing Franco, indicated that his body 
was beginning to reject the great 
amount of blood pumped into him 
Monday night during 
emergency- 


surgery to stop a massive internal 
hemorrhage. 


An evening medical bulletin listed 


the kidney deficiency, thrombophle- 
bitis (blood clots) in his left leg and 
the continued accumulation of fluid in 
his abdominal cavity as the most 
serious ailments plaguing the Spanish 
leader. 


Aides at Franco's El Pardo palace 


said the five-foot three-inch Franco 
was clearly wasting away, having 
lost 22 pounds from his normal 110 
since he was first confined to bed Oct. 
17. 


The bulletin said the increase of 


urea, a poison normally filtered out 
by the kidneys "required the begin- 
ning of peritoneal dialisis," the use of 
the machine. It said the treatment, 
with blood pumped through a, filter 
and then back into the body, was "tol- 
erated well." 


Franco was entering the post-oper- 


ative days that doctors said would 
test whether his body could accept the 
shock of new blood. They said the sec- 
ond and especially third days — 
Wednesday and Thursday — would be 
crucial. 


"The prognosis has not changed," a 


communique said, meaning Franco 
continued in grave condition. 


Aides said the blood clots in his 


thigh, treated by the insertion of a 
tube in his thigh to relieve the pres- 
sure, might eventually require the 
amputation of the leg to avoid the in- 
set of gangrene. 


The aides said the final decision on 


that would have to be made by his 
family and wife, Carmen Polo, who so 


far has ordered everything possible to 
keep her husband alive despite what 
his surgeon describes as 100-1 odds 
against him.

The Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 


sion recently began a study of NEC 
park development proposals, Mrs. 
Quigg said. The NECs could include a 
cluster of nuclear reactors and re- 
lated facilities such as fuel-reprocess- 
i n g p l a n t s , uranium-enrichment 
plants, waste management and stor- 
age facilities. 


The most serious problem caused 


by the NECs would be cumulative ra- 
dioactive gaseous and liquid emis- 
sions from the nuclear plants, Mrs. 
Quigg said. 


"This could lead to a considerable 


impact on one geographic area where 
the amount of cancer, leukemia and 
genetic damage could increase consid- 
erably," she said.

The investing policies are con- 
troled firmly by the bank or other 
firm that set up the customer's IRA 
for him. 


"But, for the purposes of the pen- 


sion reform law's IRA provisions," 
Johnson said, "a group of mutual 
funds under the same management is 
a single entity and a person who sets 
up an IRA with such a group can 
switch his money from one of the 
funds in the group to another at will." 


This can be a big advantage and 


can maximize growth of the IRA, 
Johnson said. 


With a group like Franklin, which 


has seven mutual funds totaling $250 
million in assets, the IRA owner, 
Johnson said, can have his money in 
utility stocks for income, bonds for 


capital protection, in gold mining 
stocks as an inflation hedge or in a 
more speculative growth stock fund, 
according to the way the financial 
winds are blowing at the moment, and 
still stay within the letter of the IRA 
law.

Such paralegal help is available, 


Hildebrandt said. A society of legal 
administrators was-founded in 1971 
and now has more than 1,000 mem- 
bers. It is devoted to teaching office 
, workers to operate law offices more e- 
ficiently and cheaply and remove the 
burden of vast amounts of routine ' 
work from the firm's attorneys.

Breeder's stock under 34 inches 
Need a pet? Buy a (mini) horse

1NMAN, S.C. (UPI)-J. C. Will- 


iams doasn't worry about his horses 
jumping over the fence arund his 
land. He just makes sure they don't 
walk under it. 


Williams owns 150 horses, none of 


them taller than 34 inches. He is one 
of the largest breeders of miniature 
horses in the world. 


"This is one of the most fascinating 


things you can think of to do," he 
said. "The idea is to breed down the 
horses as small as possible and still 
keep the right proportions and every- 
thing." 


One of Williams' horses is in the 


running for the title of smallest horse 
in the world. Dell Tera's Little Bit 
was mi Inches high when born and is 
expected to be only 18 to 20 inches tall 
when grown. The Guinness Book of 
World Records lists the smallest 
horse as being 14 inches at birth. 


TO WILLIAMS, .who has been 


breeding mini-horses for 15 years, the 
animals are good for what ails a per- 
son. 


"They are good for people with hy- 


pertension and such," he said. "I 
mean yOu can come home in the after- 
noon, go down to the little barn, sit 
down, talk and play with them and 
it's really relaxing." 


Williams sells horses to persons 


across the nation. He said some of the 
horses are bought by city dwellers 
with small yards who want to own 
something different yet something 
that won't be too much trouble to 
keep. 


Feeding 
them 
isn't expensive. 


Feed for a mini-horse in the 28-inch 
class will cost about $2 a week. Shel- 
ter can consist of a storage shed. 


WILLIAMS LETS his horses graze 


in the pasture winter and summer. He 
keeps his stallions in a barn and they 
eat about a pint and a half of grain a 
day. 


Probably the most expensive thing 


about a minlhorse Is buying one. Wil- 
liams said he usually gets about $2,000 
for a horse but he does make ex- 
ceptions. 


"It depends on what they are being 


bought for," he said. "If a man wants 
to buy one as a pet for his children 
then I take that Into consideration. 


"I don't think you're much of a hu- 


man being if you don't have some 
feeling for children." 


Williams said many people buying 


horses just want to have something 
unique.

he said. "I mean there are probably 
less than 200 horses in the1 whole 
world that are less than 30 inches. It's 
the feeling that you have something 
nobody else has." 


Williams' herd includes 100 brood 


mares. Forty-three foals were born 
this year. 


"Getting them smaller and better Is 


what you are after and a lot of the fun 
is the element of surprise when one 'is 
born," he said. "It's like opening a 
Christmas present — you never know 
what you're going to get." 


A genuine minihorse must be 34 


inches high or smaller to be listed with 
the A m e r i c a n Miniature Horse 
Registry. 


As could be expected, Williams' 


farm attracts visitors. He said he usu- 
ally has three or four persons a day 
come by to look at the horses. 


"I have to keep 'a lock on the front 


gate because we are just flooded with 
people," he said. "I don't mind people 
coming by and looking at them — in 
fact I enjoy it —but there are some 
times a person wants to have some 
peace and quiet."

'Consumer watchdogs not needed9 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House Re- 


publicans aaid Wednesday Americans 
have lost interest in the consumer 
movement and agree with President 
Ford that Congress does not need to 
create a special agency to look out for 
them. 


As debate on legislation to establish 


a consumer protection-advocacy agen- 
cy opened in the House, the GOP 
leaders also reiterated Ford's threat 
to veto the idea — even if the bill is 
expanded to include a complete re- 
shuffling of the present federal con- 
sumer bureaucracy. 


Rep. John N. Erlenborn, R-I11., told 


a news conference consumers "are no 
longer supporting the voluntary or- 
ganizations" such >as the Consumer 
Federation of America and Ralph Na- 
der with their contributions — proving 
that they no longer have an Interest in 
advocacy or in a government-spon- 
sored advocacy effort. 


NADER TOLD UPI Erlenborn was 


incorrect and that "the amount of 
funding for public interest groups is 
at an all-time high. Our contributions 
are also at an all-time high." He ac- 
cused Erlenborn of "supporting all 
the big business subsidies that come 
out of Congress." 


GOP leader John Rhodes said he 


was convinced Ford will veto the 
measure, even if it is passed with an 
amendment from Reps. Paul N. 
McCloskey, R-Calif., and Margaret M. 
Heckler, R-Mass., to remove present 
consumer offices from more than a 
dozen federal departments and place 
them under the control of the pro- 
posed new agency. The move would 
save the government' $10 million a 
year by eliminating duplication, they 
said. 


Te Senate-passed legislation has no 


provision for such an expansion.

Congress final oil cost 
plan expected this week 


WASHINGTON (LTD - House and 


Senate conferees on energy Wednes- 
day settled on separate oil pricing 
plans that initially would force down 
the price of products such as gasoline 
by about 4 cents a gallon. 


Democratic conferees scheduled a 


caucus for this morning to try to work 
out differences so the conference can 
approve a final plan before the week 
ends. 


The actions came after the confer- 


ees said the White House rejected a 
compromise oil pricing plan and pro- 
claimed a willinpess to defy a veto 
threat by President Ford. 


IN THE SEPARATE price plans, 


Ford would have some flexibility for 
raising the price of "old oil," which is 
based on 1972 production rates and is 


controlled at $5.25 a barrel, or the 
"new oil" produced in excess of 1972 
levels and currently control-free and 
selling at around $12. 


But he would have to keep their av- 


erage below a set figure. Initially, 
that average would be $7.55 in the 
Senate plan and $7.15 in the House 
plan. The current average is $8.35, the 
conferees said. 


The average could rise by 10 per 


cent a year under the 40-month Senate 
plan, and 8 per cent a year under the 
House plan, with a 24-month span. 


Price was the last big issue before 


the conferees. 


They also approved provisions that 


would set gas mileage standards for 
autos, and give the president power to 
ration gasoline.

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The way we see it 
New challenge 
for Rumsfeld 


Nomination of White House 


Chief of Staff Donald Rumsfeld 
as Secretary of Defense appar- 
ently Is part of a maneuver by 
President Gerald Ford to end a 
simmering feud within the na- 
tional defense establishment. 


While we don't doubt Rums- 


feld's ability to run the Depart- 
ment of Defense, we wonder if 
the new Rumsfeld assignment 
will be as short-term as previous 
roles and whether it can benefit 
Rumsfeld's promising political 
career. 


At the same time, it seems 


certain that the transfer of 
Rumsfeld from the White House 
to Defense will cost Ford some- 
thing in loss of efficiency of his 
own staff. 


The personable, 43-year.old 


Rumsfeld cut his political teeth 
i n t h e Northwest suburbs, 
serving as our congressman for 
six and one-half years before ac- 
cepting appointment by former 
President Nixon as an assistant 
and counselor to the President. 
Rumsfeld took over and wound 
down, on Nixon's behalf, the 
anti-poverty program inherited 
from the Democrats; shortly 
thereafter he took charge of the 
Cost of Living Council. Neither 
assignment seemed likely to fur- 
ther Rumsfeld's political ambi- 
tions. 


Rumsfeld escaped Washington 


through his appointment as am- 
bassador to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, shortly be- 
fore the Watergate mess came 
crashing down on the Nixon ad- 


ministration. 


Just a year ago, he returned, a 


hero, as the man Nixon's succes- 
sor needed to undo the damage 
to the esteem of the White .. 
House. 


In this string of short and 


seemingly 
unrelated 
assign- 


ments, there have been con- 
stants, all within Rumsfeld him- 
self: 


• Rumsfeld is a man of real 


organizational 
and 
adminis- 


trative ability who' can under- 
stand and grasp control of com. 
plex organizational situations in 
a short period of time. 


• He apparently relishes 


tasks that many other politically 
oriented people would find dry 
and esoteric. He's thorough and 
conscientious. 


• He is candid, understands 


human needs and has personal 
warmth. These qualities, as 
much as Ford's own personality, 
helped turn around the public's 
attitude toward 'the White House 
staff after the Nixon resignation. 


S u c h attributes will help 


Rumsfeld in his new assign- 
ment. But the Department of 
Defense is a larger bureaucracy 
than he has sought previously to 
administer. 
While no dove, 


Rumsfeld always has been sin- 
cerely conservative about spend- 
ing and waste. In running the 
Department of Defense, with its 
multi-billion dollar 
programs 


and payrolls, Rumsfeld 
will 


have his hands full, and it will 
take more than a year's duty for 
him to leave his mark.

Pun in hand, he writes editors

MINNEAPOLIS

Vern 


Dahl can't find anything funny in 
newspaper comics any more, so he 
gets his chuckles from the news pages 
and tries to pass on the laugh as a 
writer of letters to the editor. 


Dahl also sells antiques part time at 


Lindstrom, 50 miles north of here, and 
spends most of the rest of the time 
playing golf — except on Monday 
mornings. 


Then Dahl, 55, writes letters to the 


editor because "there Is nothing funny 


in the funnies anymore, so I try to 
find a little humor in the news. 


"I STARTED writing for the papers 


when I realized all those college-edu- 
cated writers the papers had hired 
were writing things nobody else could 
understand," he said. 


A baldish, free-wheeling man, Dahl 


Is an interesting example of one of 
America's most pervasive and some- 
times persuasive group of authors — 
the writers of those letters to the edi- 
tor. 


Most of the writers, it would seem, 


started out angry. Dahl conveys some 


of that emotion, but he has kept a 
cool sense of humor and a feeling for 
the ridiculous. 


Dahl sends copies of the Chicago 


County Press, a vehicle for many of 
his letters, to both Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn., and President 
Ford. 


Some of his observations: 
• "Mrs. Ford says she would not be 


surprised if her daughter was having 
an affair. I wonder if she knows about 
Gerald's affair with the oil barons and 
what he is doing to the American pub- 
lic," 


Malpractice not the only ivorry 


Seduction, disease threat to doctors

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The prac- 


tice of medicine may not be particu- 
larly dangerous, but today's doctors 
face A wide variety of occupational 
hazards ranging from disease in- 
fection to sexual seduction. 


The hazards facing medical prac- 


titioners were examined in a recent 
report in the doctors' journal, Ameri- 
can Family physician, by Drs. Martin 
Lipp of San Francisco and Randall 
Welngarten of Redwood City, Calif. 


Some dangers are limited to certain 


specialties, but Lipp and Weingarten 
said medical students going from one 
phase of training to another face vir- 
tually all of them at one time or an- 
other. 


"THE PEOPLE with the least clini- 


cal experience and presumably the 
least maturity have the broadest ex- 
posure to risk," they said. 


The infectious diseases that cause 


problems for physicians include hepa- 
titis, tuberculosis, infectious mononu- 
cleosis, mumps, whooping cough and 
infections by the cold sore virus, her- 
pes simplex. 


The report said that for many 


years, tuberculosis was a major con- 
cern for physicians with a significant 
number becoming infected from con- 
tact with patients. Between 1932 and 
1944, 56 of 449 medical students in one 
medical school developed tubercu- 
losis. More recently, an intern in New 
York City came down with the disease 
after giving mouth-to-mouth resuscita- 
tion. 


Pediatricians 
commonly are ex- 


posed to the mumps and whooping 
cough and surgeons have been in- 
fected with hepatitis while operating. 
Medical people who give mouth, den- 
tal or respiratory tract care some- 
times are infected with herpes sim- 
plex. 


Another less obvious hazard facing 


some doctors is radiation exposure. 
The report said studies have shown 
dramatic increases in the numbers of 
certain kinds of cancer deaths among 
radiologists compared with doctors 
who do not deal with x-ray equipment. 


THERE IS EVIDENCE indicating 


that anesthesiologists face hazards 
from regular exposure to anesthetic 
gases, and other operating room per- 
sonnel sometimes are endangered by 
the use of high voltage equipment. 


Depression is another occupational 


hazard of physicians, the two authors 


said. Those doctors who regularly see 
patients with incurable or debilitating 
diseases can expect to be affected. 


"It's 'difficult to spend your day 


around depressed people without be- 
coming a bit depressed 
yourself," 


Lipp and Weingarten said. 


They said physical violence is some- 


thing most doctors do not have to con- 
tend with from patients, although the 
King of Bavaria murdered his psy- 
chiatrist in 1886 and then committed 
suicide. 


The intimacy of the doctor-patient 


relationship may present a potential 
hazard to the vulnerable physician, 
the two doctors said. They quoted two 
recent surveys which independently 
determined that one in 20 doctors had 
intercourse with patients. 


"The facts concerning such cases 


are difficult to obtain, but the few 
case studies which do exist suggest 
that these doctors succumb to profes- 
sional erotic indiscretions at times of 
personal vulnerability and inter- 
personal need," the article said. 


LIPP AND Weingarten said medi- 


cal students and physicians must 
learn to discuss their occupational 
hazards openly and frankly "because 
we are increasingly aware that many 
such hazards exist."

on the bird problem in Sherwood sub- 
division is the worst example of news 
reporting I have ever seen. 


This article is a result of a Mayor's 


Round Table discussion between resi- 
dents of Sherwood subdivision, Mayor 
James Ryan, and members of the 
board of trustees held on Monday, 
Oct. 27, 1975. During this discussion 
many questions were asked of the vil- 
lage board. These included questions 
on the proposed Bear football sta- 
dium, night and Sunday racing at Ar- 
lington Park, the future of the utility 
tax, crime and many other questions 
of concern to all residents of Arling- 
ton Heights.' 


One of the final questions asked 


(about five minutes out of a two-hour 


m e e t i n g ) concerned village tree 
trimming to help prevent roosting 
places for the large number of birds 
which were present in Sherwood this 
past summer. Not only did you elect 
to devote front page coverage to this 
story of little significance, 
while 


avoiding the many topics of concern 
to all Arlington Heights residents, you 
implied that this is a current epidem- 
ic in Sherwood. This problem existed 
only for several months this past sum- 
mer' 


If this is a sample of what you do 


and do not consider newsworthy, it 
made me question what other truly 
newsworthy stories are not being 
printed in the Arlington Heights Her- 
ald.

he said. "They looked terrible, be- 
sides. I think they died of old age." 


After serving two days of a five-day 


sentence'— he refused to pay a $50 
fine — he went to a bakery, bought a 
cake for the jail crew, and took it to 
them because they were "so nice to 
me."

In other words, 1990 isn't all that far 


away — and it certainly isn't far 
enough away to allow school officials 
the luxury of ignoring projections in- 
volving that year. 


The problem with figuring out what 


Is going on is simple — school offi- 
cials have to decide what the birth 
and death rates will be in the future 
and who will be moving into the 
Northwest suburbs. 


And one thing that is also certain is 


whatever 
projections 
they 
make, 


someone 15 years from now will look 
over their shoulders and say they 
should have done better. 


It was in the mid-1950's that voters 


defeated a referendum to provide 
money for building Prospect High 
School because of iron-clad arguments 
that "Dist. 214 will never need anoth- 
er high school." 


THE PROBLEM facing officials is 


that the declining enrollment situation 
has just as much potential for making 
people look foolish as the campaigh 
against a second high school had in 
the 1950's. 


Suppose, for example, that a local 


board in the next few years decides to 
keep all the high schools open — and 
enrollment drops much more than ex- 
pected. In that case, in a few years, 
everyone will feel extremely foolish. 


On the other hand, it is quite pos- 


sible that a future Dist. 214 board will 
decide to close a school — and in a 
very few years the school will be 
needed again. Once again, it will be 
easy for someone in the future to sec- 
ond guess that decision. 


This is why school officials need an 


effective crystal ball — and if one 
turns up, Dist. 214 can use it arid then 
loan'it to the local elementary dis- 
tricts so they can use it too.

Surgery didn't help foot problem 


Two years ago my feet began to 


hurt so bad I could hardly walk. I 
thought it was my shoes, so I bought 
several pairs which didn't help one 
bit. 


I went to an orthopedic specialist, 


and he took X rays of my feet, and I 
had a large spur on each heel. The 
one on my right foot was extra large 
so he did surgery on it. While I was 
out he shot my left foot with some- 
thing to try to eliminate the spur with- 
out surgery. 


Since then I have been In constant 


pain In my right foot, and I haven't 
been able to walk on my right heel 
since the operation. The spur on my 
right foot was so large he had to take 
off part of the heel bone. And my left 
heel to getting worse all the time. 


I can walk on my tip toes with a 


cane, but even then If I walk very 
much at all the pain Is almost un- 
bearable. 1 take pain pills off and on 
all the time. 


The doctor says it's arthritis In my 


heels and feet because now my feet 
hurt all over. He says this happens in 
about one out of 10 who have surgery. 
Me had me on large doses of aspirin 
for a while which helps some, but I 
don't like to take so much aspirin. 
I've tried all types of therapy, heat, 
soaking, etc., and nothing seems to 
help. 


What do you think of this? Should I

ion. Ask your doctor to send you to 
the nearest university medical center 
for a complete review of your case. 


The treatment of heel spurs differs 


greatly, depending on their location, 
size and the symptoms they cause. A 
spur is like a small, boney pyramid 
with the tip pointed downward. It de- 
velops when bone is destroyed or 
damaged and replaced by new bone. 
Spurs also occur in degeneration of 
the vertebrae from underlying arth- 
ritis. Arthritic spurs are growths that 
develop where damaged or degene- 
rated bone is replaced. 


On the heel there are two main lo- 


cations for spurs, on the flat bottom 
surface, and at the back where the 
achilles tendon attaches to the heel 
bone. 


There is a tight, tough layer of fibr- 


ous sheet of tissue attached to the bot- 
tom of the heel bone. When you walk 
or run it tugs on its attachment to the 
bone. With strain, and it is more like- 
ly if the bone has a tendency to dege- 
neration as in arthritis, a sliver of 
bone is pulled off where the fascia is 
attached to it. In the repair process 
the pyramid-like bone spur is formed.

THE PAIN IS from the pressure of 


the spur into the soft tissues, and it 
can cause pain in much of the foot. In 
most cases the best approach for 
small spurs is to provide proper sup- 
port to the foot, including the arch, to 
relieve the pressure on the attach- 
ment of the tough fascia to the bone. 
Heat, Injections and various foot sup- 
ports are helpful. The idea is to re- 
move the cause of the irritation. When 
all other measures fail, it may be nec- 
essary to remove the spur, and the 
technique depends on its size. In 
many cases the heel spur does not 
need to be removed.

There was no joy at Schaumburg 


Wednesday 


Not after Glenbard West's Hill- 


toppers wiped out a 6-3 Saxon half- 
time lead and poured on the coals for 
a 16-13 victory in the first round of the 
IHSA Class 5A football playoffs at

Glenbard turned the game around

The Northwest Suburbs couldn't

Judge extends 


WFL player signup 


A federal judge Wednesday Issued a preliminary injunction allow- 


ing all former players from the defunct World Football League who 
are not under contract to sign with National Football* League 
teams. 


U.S. District Judge Edward J. Devltt said his ruling would stand 


until a hearing "on merits" of the injunction order is held Nov. 28. 


Commissioner Pete Rozelle of the NFL scid the league would 


resume signing ex-WFL players in conjunction with the ruling pro- 
vided the players had first established their freedom from any 
conflicting contractual agreements. 


The NFL office had ruled that Oct. 28 was the last day league 


teams could sign WFL players for the current season. Devitt called 
that decision "a concerted boycott against former WFL players and 
a deprivation of the plaintiffs' rights of freedom to sign contracts." 


NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle testified the Oct. 28 deadline 


was "reasonable" because it was comparable to trade deadlines in 
other sports. "The league doesn't want major changes late in the 
season so one team could buy a championship," Rozelle said. "It 
could affect a championship race which had originally been estab- 
lished within the league rules. 


"We're anxious to have players with talent from the World Foot- 


ball League in the NFL, but we'd like to have them in 1976, not this 
year." 


Devitt nevertheless expanded a previous order to a class action 


for all former WFL football players not under contractual obliga- 
tions He said. "The extension to Nov. 26 should give all former 
World Football League players not under contract adequate time to 
negotiate and sign contracts with NFL teams."

glimpse of The Man inside The Leg- 
end. 


"I've always full," Wooden said, 


"that outscoring or being outscored 
by another basketball team was not 
the most earth-shattering experience 
I've ever had There are many other 
things in life that are more important 


"Ive never equated success with 


winning basketball games or accumu- 
lating money. 


"Success is pence of mind attained 


through self-satisfaction; knowing you 
have done your best and made the 
most of what God hast given you." 


Wooden came to this definition after 


years of thought and tied it all togeth- 
er in his Pyramid of Success He calls 


Charlie 


Dickinson

it the only "original thing I have ever 
done " 


The 
Pyramid, employing such 


"Blocks" as Industnousness, Alert- 
ness, Team Spirit, Poise, Confidence 
and Competitive Greatness all leading 
to the apex of Success, has been so 
popular it is requested by thousands 
of people across the country. 


"I think my Pyramid appeals to 


people because they have goals that 
they don't know how to attain and this 
provides some guidelines," Wooden 
said "I think goals are very impor-

tant but the secret is to set goals 
which you can reach " 


Wooden's goals at UCLA were al- 


most erased, by himself, before he got 
started. 


"W*cn I went out'there from In- 


diana," he said, "I told them I 
wouldn't stay unless they gave me a 
three year contract. But after two 
years I wanted to leave and I told 
them. 


"But they asked me, 'Who was it 


that wanted a three year contract?'. 
When I looked at it in that light I de- 
cided I would stay. 


"After three years, and coming 


back East in the winter to play, I de- 
cided it wasn't so bad after all." 


In private Wooden Is a shy man 


who, like his first three years at 
UCLA, learns to like his surroundings 
by degrees. With people he isn't fa- 
miliar with he is most comfortable 
discussing what he knows best: bas- 
ketball. 


He advocated three rule changes, 


saying, "First I think they should in- 
stall a 30-second clock. Secondly, I 
think they should outlaw baskets off 
the offensive rebound. 


"I staged a game in practice that 


way, once, and it worked quite well. It 
cut down on fouls, neutralized the big- 
ger men to some extent and made for 
some beautiful passing under the bas- 
ket. 


"And third, I think they sWould do 


away with the center jump. That's 
one of the most haphazard parts of 
the game." 


Concerning the so-called "hardship 


cases" that regularly cut short their 
college career to turn professional: 


"The hardship rule is ridiculous. 


Anybody who applies for it can get it. 
And I'll tell you this. Any athlete who 
the pros are interested in shouldn't 
have any need because he'll be on a 
four-year ride and everything will be 
taken care of for him. His family 
might be in that situation but that's a 
different story." 


On the excesses of recruiting: 
"Abe Lemmons once gave the best 


solution I've heard for cutting down 
on all the money spent on recruiting. 
He said, 'Give every coach in the 
country the same amount of money to 
recruit players and tell them they can 
p o c k e t anything they have left 
over.'" 


On the success of bis players: 
"I always cherished my association 


with the players and that is what I 
miss most about coaching. I'm proud- 
est of the fact that in 25 years of 
coaching at UCLA only six of my 
players didn't graduate." 


Earlier in the evening Wooden was 


asked how many players he had put 
into the pros. He didn't know, saying 
instead, "Fifteen of them are prac- 
ticing law in Southern California."

Ask Andy 


Compasses invented by Chinese 


Andy sends a complete 20-volume 


set of the Merit Students Encyclo- 
pedia to Laura Brown, 11, of Dora- 
vllle. fla., for her question: 
WHAT IS A LODESTONE? 


The first people who put a lodestone 


to work were the Chinese. They 
learned that a bit of magnetic iron 
can perform a fabulous trick. When 
allowed to turn freely, it points to the 
north So they floated a sliver of mag- 
net on a little raft in a bowl of water, 
tt turned around to point north — and 
became the world's first magnetic 
compass. 


In the 1200s, Marco Polo returned 


from his visit to China with many 
tales of fabulous inventions. For one 
thing, he described how a lodestone — 
or leading stone — is used as a com- 
pass to point to the north. Actually 
these remarkable stones were dis- 
covered long before, though nobody in 
Europe though they could be useful. 


The Roman writer Pliny reported 


that certain magic stones were found 
by a shepherd boy of ancient Greece. 
This boy. named Magnus, wore tips of 
iron on his sandals and on his shep- 
herd's crook. As he wandered the 
slopes of Mount Ida, he noticed that 
certain stones tended to cling to his

bits of iron. They were, of course, nat- 
ural magnets — perhaps an iron oxide 
called magnatite. Or perhaps they 
were bits of a metallic meteorite that 
became magnetized as it plummeted 
down to the ground. 


The story of Magnus may or may 


not be true. But we do know the wise 
men of ancient Greece knew a lot 
about their so-called magnet stones, 
though they did not figure out how to 
use them as lodestones to create the 
magnetic compass. 


THIS DISCOVERY was made by 


the clever Chinese. During the Cru- 
sades, all sorts of Eastern ideas were 
borrowed and toted westward across 
Europe. One such idea was the mag- 
netic compass, based on a suspended 
lodestone. Later observers noted that 
the magnets, alias lodestones, have 
opposite poles that either attract or 
repel each other. 


In the 1500s, Dr. William Gilbert of 


England figured out that the compass 
works because the earth itself is a gi- 
ant magnet. Its North Pole pulls the 
opposite pole on each little compass 
magnet. 


This sounds confusing because we 


assume that the north pole of a mag- 
net swings around to face the North 


Pole of the earth. Actually, it is more 
accurate to say that the north-seeking 
pole of the magnetic lodestone points 
to the North Pole The opposite end of 
the little magnet is its south-seeking 
pole — which naturally swings around 
to point to the South Pole.

The Texas Rangers began as a 


group of 100 mounted riflemen in 1835. 
Their task was to defend the Indian 
frontier and the Mexican border of 
the territory of Texas against lawless 
activity. They wore no official uni- 
forms, but they were successful be- 
cause of expert riding, shooting, 
tracking and fighting ability. They 
gamed the reputation of using quick 
thinking instead of violence.

Beware of shyster 
solar heating firms 


Beware of shysters in the budding 


solar home heating industry, warns 
the U.S. Office of Consumer Affairs. 


The consumer agency said home- 


owners should check claims with a re- 
liable engineer before investing in 
energy systems which use sunlight to 
heat houses. Few firms provide a 
complete solar heating system for an 
average house, the agency said. 


"Solar power has a great potential 


to help solve individual and national 
energy problems, but this potential 
could be seriously hurt if a few dis- 
reputable merchants give solar a bad 
name," said Joe Dawson, director of 
public affairs for the agency. 


" W e ' v e seen examples where 


claims are made that a particular 
system will take care of the major 
portion of a house's heating needs, but 
where according to standard engi- 
neering criteria, it was a claim that 
couldn't be met," Dawson said. 


Commercial development and atten- 


tion to the natural environment com- 
plement each other in the Countryside 
center design, Magierek said. He be- 
lieves the suburban consumer will 
eventually become accustomed to the 
low-profile shopping center as an al- 
ternative to the bright lights and fla- 
shy appearance 
of many devel- 


opments.

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Easing problems caused by transfers 


You think you have problems? 


Junior is the star quarterback on 


his high school team. Sis has finally 
made second violinist in the school 
band. The little guy is one step away 
from Webelos in the Cub Scouts. Mom 
has just been elected president of the 
local garden club. 


So what's the problem? Dad has 


just been transferred to another city. 


These are extreme examples, of 


course, but at one time or another, 
problems like these have been faced 
by every employee who has been 
transferred from one location to an- 
other. 


And they are problems that corpo- 


rations realize may upset family har- 
mony that's so important to an em- 
ployee's efficiency. For that reason, 
more and more corporations are turn- 
ing to professional relocation special- 
ists to smooth over that sometimes all 
too traumatic move. 


"We have experienced relocation 


counselors adept at working with cor- 
porations to handle special problems 
that most families feel are unique 
only to them when facing a move," 
said Theodore D, Bell, executive vice 
president of Employees Transfer Cor- 
poration (ETC), Chicago, a subsidiary 
of Chicago Title and Trust Company. 


ETC can usually find a community 


with a high school with the same 
brand of football a young man is ac- 
customed to, The service can deter- 
mine whether or not the school has a 
band program, and if there's a local 
Cub Scout organization or even a gar- 
den club in the area. Bell noted. 


"If there's a special school need, in 


most cases we can arrange for the 


family to meet and talk with school 
administrators, or any official who 
can answer their specific questions," 
Bell continued. 


"One of the most important parts of 


our job is to acquaint every transfer- 
ee with the new location and the 
prices of homes there before he ever 
arrives to find a house. We can pro- 
vide complete information on any city 
in the country." 


Bell said relocation services are 


part of a complete package that ETC 
provides to its corporate clients. 


"Our main function is to save the 


corporation and the employee time 
and grief normally associated with 
transferees by buying the employee's 
present home ourselves at fair market 
value and then helping him find a new 
home," the executive said. 


He pointed out that it's important 


for the relocation counselor to relate 
personally to the transferee no matter 
what size house and price range the 
employee is looking for. 


The first step is to have the trans- 


ferred worker fill out a Housing Pref- 
erence Fact Sheet. 


"From this, we .can determine the 


family's obvious needs: how many 
members, their ages, present style of 
house, price range, desired down-pay- 
ment, special educational and reli- 
gious requirements and what kind of 
house and features they are looking 
for. 


"This is followed by either a tele- 


phone or personal interview," Bell 
noted. "Then detailed information re- 
lating to the transferee's 
specific 


needs is prepared." 


This information can include break- 


downs of the percentage of homes 
available in different price eate^ 
gories; downpayments, interest rates 
and terms of mortgages available; 
rental figures; taxes; schools; trans- 
portation; general community infor- 
mation and maps showing where the 
different types of housing are located. 


Transferees are then put in touch 


with a local realtor selected by Em- 
ployee Transfer Corporation for his 
reputation and performance. 


"We even select the broker's sales- 


person who'll work with the family to 
make sure of maximum personal ser- 
vice. The broker is familiarized with 
what the family needs and he follows 
through with tours of the most likely 
homes," Bell continued. 


i 


Tliis advance preparation and coun- 


seling enables most transferees to ar- 
rive in a new city on a Friday to start 
their house-hunting and buy a-new 
home by Sunday. Without this type of 
help, Bell pointed out, the transferee 
generally takes a week' on his own, 
losing time and causing expenses to 
his company. 


"Our whole philosophy is geared to, 


relieving the employee of the emotion- 
al and 'financial stress that goes into 
selling and buying homes," Bell main- 
tained, "and making his relocation-go 
as smoothly as possible. 


"At the same time the corporation

Pros and cons of basements 


"I had to have one for my tropical 


fish collection." 


"It's too damp and dark " 


"The kids like to play down there in 


the winter." 


"Where else would I store every- 


thing?" 


"It," of course is the basement, and 


before you decide whether or not 
your next new home must have one, 
listen to some experts who, by the 
way, also disagree on the relative im- 
portance of it. 


Ed Zale, president of the Meadow 


Edge Company, includes unfinished 
full 700-to 800-foot basements.worth 
between $3,500 and $4,000, in the price 
of his new townhouses at Meadow 
Edge in Rolling Meadows The homes 
are 
priced 
between $52,200 and 


$62.400 


"Everybody 
wants a basement 


whether he can afford one or not," 
said Zale who has been offering base- 
ments with his homes for the last 25 
years. "In the Chicago area, the base- 
ment is a tradition due to our climate. 
Because we have such severe winters 
here, we need storage space for our 
summer lavn-care equipment, our 
winter clothes and all our canned 
goods," he said. "The kids need a 
place to play in the winter and where 
else can you put a ping-pong table or 
lay out a miniature electric train 
set?" 


According to Zale, today's basement 


Ls better built, better insulated, water 
Etee and warm. "Due to building im- 
provements, basements no longer 
need to be damp and clrufty," Zale 
said. 


His brother, Al Zale, piesident of 


Zale Construction Company, agrees 
and includes a full 700-square-foot 
basement in each of his new town- 
houses at Lakeside Villas in Wheeling. 
Inclusion of the basements add about 
$3.000 to the price of the homes, which 
range from $43,200 to $46,900, but Zale 
thinks it's worth it. 


"Those with the greatest need for 


basements are young people with chil- 
dren — our market at Lakeside Vil- 
Ins. When sales are strong, builders 
Include basements in their homes, 
When sales are weak, they will either 
eliminate basements or offer them as 
options to save money. I feel young 
families should have basements re- 
gaultess of market conditions," he 
said 


According to Zale, the basement is 


the least expensive space a builder 
can build. "Anything above ground is 
going to cost you more per square 
foot to build because it simply re- 
quires more trades. While basements 
in townhouses are becoming rare, it is 
more cost efficient to build them in 
townhouses than 
in 
single-family 


homes which have no common walls," 
he said. 


Norman Hassinger, vice-president 


of Kaufman and Broad Homes, Inc., 
also offers homes to young families 
with children, but has a different 
opinion on the relative value of base- 
ments. "We stopped offering base- 
ments two years ago when out of the 
60 single-family homes we sold in one 
development, nobody bought the op- 
tional basement. Why? Because our 
buyers are cost-conscious and don't 
think they get the functional value out 
of that type of investment," said Has- 
singer who has noted a diminishing 
demand for basements in the Chicago 
market 


Kaufman and Broad now offers 


uhat it believes to be the ideal al- 
ternative to the basement — a lower 
level in each of its single-family 
raised-ranch, bt-level and split-level 
models at Boling Green, priced from 
$29.990 to $38,990, and Pepper Tree 
Farms, priced from $37,990 to $45,490 
in Bolingbrook and at Woodgate Park 
Estates, priced from $36,490 to $46,490, 
in Matteson. Most models include fin- 
ished lower levels In the price, but 
five of the 14 models offer finished 
lower levels as an option at $2,990. 


Hassinger makes the following cost 


comparison between a raised ranch 
with a finished lower level and the 
typical ranch home with a finished 
basement: 


The Regency model at Woodgate 


Park Estates in Mattson is a raised- 
ranch with 1,400 square feet of space 
on the upper level and 750 square feet 
on the lower level. To buy the Regen- 
cy with the finished lower level — in- 
cluding a large family room, utility 
room, bath and extra bedroom — 
would cost the buyer $45,480 or $21.15 
per square foot for 2,150 square feet of 
living space 


A typical $1,400 square-foot ranch in 


Chicago Is priced at about $40,990; the 
740 square-foot basement would add 
another $4,000 to the price; and to fin- 
ish the basement would add another 
$3,000, bringing the total to $47,990 or 
$22.32 per square foot for the same 
2.150 square feet of living space. 


"The 
reason the raised ranch 


makes more economic sense is that 
there is simply more space built be- 
tween the foundation and the roof. Ac- 
tually, it is even better space because 
It has windows, access to the back 
yard or patio and is basically more 
versatile," said Hassinger. 


According to Hassinger, it costs 


about half as much to build a lower

level as it does to build a basement. 


"When our young buyers add up the 


costs and compare the functionality of 
the space, they buy raised ranches 
more and more," he said. 


Art Gingold, president of The Rich- 


ards Group of Illinois, Inc., includes 
full unfinished basements in his two 
townhouse developments — The Fair- 
way of Country Lakes, priced from 
$39,500 to $48,300, in Naperville and 
The Crossings, priced from $47,500 to 
$56,990, in Buffalo Grove — and in his 
l u x u r y single-family development, 
Manchester, priced from $87,000 to 
$100,000, in Lincolnshire. 


"We feel that people need base- 


ments for storage and recreation and 
that homes in all price ranges sell 
better if they include basements," he 
said. 


According to Gingold, the younger 


townhouse buyer especially needs a 
basement. "Because of the smaller 
square footage in most townhomes, 
the extra space becomes even more 
valuable. The buyer can then wait un- 
til he can afford to finish it or he can 
do it himself. I would estimate that 
more than 50 per cent of our buyers 
will eventually finish their basements 
themselves," he said. 


Ed Havlik, president of Home Data 


Corp., a consulting firm specializing 


in the marketing of residential hous- 
ing, said the reason basements have 
been a tradition in Chicago is due to 
"the conservative ethnic nature of the 
lifestyle here," he said. 


"Today's home buyer probably 


grew up, experiencing the basement 
rec room of the 1950s, so the base- 
ment is now an important factor in 85 
per cent of his buying decisions. How- 
ever, the basement will become less 
important in the future because the 
new crop of buyers grew up ex- 
periencing the more functional family 
room," said Havlik who feels that the 
family room has somewhat replaced 
the need for a basement.

{Edith Willkie remembers 


Wendell and run for the top 
LION PHOTO PRESENTS..

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Edith 


Willkie, widow of the 1940 Republican 
presidential nominee, has seen many 
changes in the way men campaign for 
the nation's highest office. She thinks 
President Ford should take more ad- 
vantage of at least one of them — 
television. 


From her home in a highrise In- 


dianapolis apartment, Mrs. Willkie 
looks over the Hoosier'capital city vis- 
ually as well as back through memory 
to that presidential campaign year 35 
years ago when her husband, Wendell 
L. Willkie, challenged but failed to de- 
feat Franklin D. Roosevelt's bid for a 
third term. 


"Nobody was more surprised than 


Wendell," she said of the 1940 Re- 
publican National Convention which 
nominated her husband. 


IT WAS A surprise also to his wife 


when she found "I had to meet 30 of 
the top reporters after having been up 
until 3 a.m. I don't know what I said 
but they all wrote nice stories." 


Television was not on the political 


scene in 1940 and Mrs. Willkie sees 
that difference as fundamental be- 
cause television makes campaigning 
safer. 


"I don't know why President Ford 


would have to go out and endanger his 
life," she said. "There are people who 
want to say they shook hands with the 
man who will be president and they 
may not vote for you." 


But without television as a major 


communications medium, Willkie and 
his wife campaigned strenuously by 
train. Wherever he went, his wife gen- 
erally accompanied him, true to a 
nomination-night promise. 


MRS. 
WILLKIE, a white-haired 


grandmother who still shows traces of 
the lovely young woman of 1940, said 
that after the nomination "I slipped 
out and took a cab to the Warrick Ho- 
tel." Willkie followed her. "He said, 
'Billie, just promise me you will go 
with me wherever I have to go.' 


The only violence Mrs. Willkie re- 


calls on that campaign marathon 
came when Willkie was speaking in a 
district she remembers 
as being 


"very Democratic, and probably De- 
troit. Someone threw an egg that hit

both the Willkies. Cameramen caught 
a picture of a seldom-angry Willkie 
being very angry. 


"He didn't get mad because it hit 


him," Mrs. Willkie said. "He was 
mad because it hit me." 


Mrs. Willkie had a variety of cos- 


tumes because she did not always 
want to be wearing the same outfit in 
each photograph taken as they trav- 
eled by private railroad car about the 
United States. 


ALTHOUGH NEW YORK City was 


home' for Mrs. Willkie for 50 years', 
she was drawn back to the Midwest 
where her only son, the late Philip H. 
Willkie, was born in 1919 and where 
her grandchildren-live. 


Willkie was born in Elwood, Ind., in 


1892, 
graduated from Indiana Univer- 


sity in 1913 and earned his law degree 
from I. U. in 1916 before starting a 
rise to international fame. 


Reminders of him surround his wid- 


ow, including a portrait that domi- 
nates the living room and has the 
faint outlines of the world behind his 
head, a tribute to his "One World" 
book, and his "one world" philosophy. 


Mrs. Willkie also lives in the pre- 


sent through her grandchildren, who 
often visit her. "I always say to them, 
'Come back when you want to,' be- 
cause I don't want them to feel they 
must come as a duty," she said. 


"I remember Wendell saying to me, 


'Now, Billie, all life is a series of ex- 
periences. We may be up today, but 
let's not let all' this affect us because 
we may be down tomorrow.' It is too 
bad when we can't accept grief and 
we let it wreck us."

Herald food 
price survey 


Changes in governmental milk price supports are showing 


up in supermarkets with higher milk prices, as indicated by a 
Monday morning survey of five chain food stores. Three of the 
five stores showed increases of-three to 13 cents per gallon 
from the Oct. 9 survey. 


Despite the light pork supply predicted by the U.S. Dept. of 


Agriculture, the price of pork chops dropped steeply from last 
month in several of the stores surveyed. However, with pork 
output averaging 25 per cent below last year, it is expected that 
prices will rise by the end of November. 


At Jewel, meat prices remained near last month's level with 


chicken showing slight increases and beef and pork holding 
steady, Cranberries declined 13 cents reflecting the abundant 
supply coming into market. Sugar decreased 20 cents from 
October, but head lettuce was 10 cents higher at 59 cents a 
head. 


National meat prices mostly held steady through the month 


except for a 10-cent drop in pork chops. However, milk jumped 
13 cents to $1.53 per gallon. Folger's coffee was $2.89 on 
sale, down from a $3-plus high last week. 


Pork chops dropped 40 cents from the October reading at 


Butera and cost only $1.39 per pound. Other meat prices 
generally held steady. Milk was also a good buy at $1.18 a 
gallon and was lowest of the five Monday readings. 


At A&P milk went up nearly 10 cents from October and 


was highest in the survey at $1.56 per gallon. Chicken in- 
creased 20 cents a pound but pork chops dropped to only 
$1 38 a pound, the lowest of the five quotations. Head lettuce 
also ranked lowest at only 23 cents a head. 


At Treasure Island a general decrease in beef prices was 


observed, but pork was up 20 cents a pound from last month. 
Milk was up 10 cents from October but was still a good buy at 
S1.29 a gallon. Sugar dropped more than 25 cents for five 
pounds and Bartlett pears were only 25 cents a pound.

Older people need the same com- 


bination of nutrients — protein, car- 
bohydrate, 'fat, vitamins, minerals — 
that younger people do. And even 
though a balanced diet can't promise 
you eternal youth, it can help you feel 
and look better as you grow older. 


Your nutritional needs don't change 


much throughout adult life. But the 
amount of calories you need at age 65 
is less than at age 25. This is because 
you tend to be less active at 65, and 
because, as you get older, the nutri- 
ents in food are used up by the body 
at a slower rate. "Eating Right For 
Less" can help you plan nutritious 
meals that taste good, that are rela- 
tively low-cost, and that won't stuff 
you with more calories than you need. 


WITH INCREASING age, you may 


find new obstacles to eating well. 
Though good eating habits start in 
youth, even the best habits may be 
hard to maintain if, for example, you 
live on a limited income or you have 
trouble getting out to shop.

Included in "Eating Right for Less" 
is a suggested shopping list for one 
month's supply of foods that would 
cost just over $10 a week. A whole- 
some, well-balanced diet need not be 
expensive.

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Class explores heritage 
of our American cooking 


MAY FAIR CARPETS 


Especially near holiday time, cus- 


tom and tradition plays an important 
part in food selection. "We have such 
a heritage," said Darlene Greaves of 
the Elk Grove Park District. "It's 
nice to have an appreciation of our 
own cooking." 


So in October, the Park District 


started a once-a-month cooking class 
which explores and samples American 
heritage foods The series, for a $6 fee 
per person, is scheduled through April 
of 1976. 


The instructors, Irma Kerstin and 


Pat Van Ness, both of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, "took this on as a challenge," 
said Ms. Greaves. "They will be cov- 
ering the whole history of American 
cooking." 


And, according to Mrs. Kirsten, that 


isn't a simple topic. 


"THEBE AREN'T a lot of books 


written about American cooking," she 
said. 


She and Mrs, Van Ness, who both 


list cooking as'a hobby, first wanted 
to teach the course chronologically, 
she said. But American foods are so 
strongly Influenced by other countries 
that such a project was almost im- 
possible. 


"I suppose we could talk about the 


hamburger," Mrs. Kirsten said. "It's 
one of the only purely American 
foods." 


Instead, they began their first ses- 


sion with early American cooking. 
"Basically It was simple cooking the 
settlers did over an open fire when 
they first landed here," she said. 


AS THEY BECAME more estab- 


lished they started adapting the Eu- 
ropean cooking techniques and reci- 
pes to the foods available here, she 
said. 


For example, pumpkin was a substi- 


tute for fruit In the Pumpkin Bread' 
Com, thought of as horsefeed by the 
Europeans was a substitute in pud- 
ding for items like chocolate. 


There are 14 people enrolled in the 


course, but Mrs. Greaves said the 
class can be expanded to include 
more students.. 


The session on Nov. 17,10 a.m., will 


cover traditional holiday foods. Other 
classes will involve the influence from 
other nationalities, and geographical 
locations. Readers may call the park 
district at 437-4220 for more informa- 
tion.

A cream cheese filling adds an ele- 


gant touch to the delicious coffee cake 
featured today. A favorite of Joyce 
Trost of Des Plaines, she enjoys it so 
much she candidly admits that she 
could eat the whole cake herself. 


However, it also delights her hus- 


band, Don, and children Randy, 13, 
Ron, 10, and Ryan, 7. And Joyce has 
served it successfully for meetings 
and morning coffees. 


Because she works part time and is 


also active in Cub Scouts, a bowling 
league and a golf league, Joyce likes 
flavorful recipes that can be prepared 
quickly, like her cousin Janet's meat 
balls. 


CHILI SAUCE adds zest to the meat 


mixture, and though a gravy can be 
served with them, Joyce prefers the 
meatballs plain because of their sav- 
ory flavor, as accompaniments she 
suggests macaroni and cheese or rice 
and a green vegetable. The meat 
balls also make nice appetizers for 
cocktail parties. 


Mock Sukiyaki is another tasty 


yet easy meal. Joyce uses round steak 
when preparing this for the family, 
and sirloin when making the dish for 
guests. 


D o n , a Des Plaines 
fireman, 


likes this well enough that he occa- 
sionally prepares this for his fellow 
workers at the fire station. 


CREAM CHEESE COFFEE CAKE 


Batter: 
1 cup butter, softened 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
2 cups flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
Vz teaspoon salt. 


Cream butter and, sugar. Add eggs 


and beat well Mix flour, baking pow- 
aer and salt together and add gradu- 
ally to creamed mixture. Batter will 
be very thick. 


Filling: 


2 8-ounce packages cream cheese, 
softened 
l egg yolk 


% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
Cream ingredients together well 


and set aside. 
Topping:

Then 
spread filling over this. Spoon on re- 
maining batter and sprinkle with top- 
ping. Bake at 350 degrees for 45 min- 
utes. When cool, mix together a 
small amount of confectioners sugar 
with a little milk and vanilla. Drizzle 
over top of cake.

1 pound ground round steak

Book reeks 
of trivia 
and garlic 


by BARBARA LADD 


(a book review) 


If ever an Irrelevant book was writ- 


ten it must be "The Book of Garlic" 
by Lloyd J. Harris (Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston, Inc. $10.00), Even the in- 
curable trivia collector might find the 
book contains more facts, myths, 
jokes, and misconceptions about gar- 
lic than even remotely desired. 


Harris wrote this absurdity because 


he never tires of garlic, he said in his 
foreword. And the fact he admits that 
he spent two frivolous years research- 
ing the book, seems to take the sting 
out of 240 pages of unimportance. 


Because of the absurdity of the top- 


ic the book is humorous. And there is 
some comfort in knowing that ancient 
(and not so ancient) beliefs are no 
longer practiced. (Or at least I hope 
they no longer are practiced.) 


For example garlic is touted as a 


advance for overnight refrigeration, 
or it can be frozen. Cook % pound 
shell macaroni according to package 
directions. Drain and set aside. 


In a large skillet heat %-pound 


margarine or butter. In it brown 2 
pounds ground chuck beef, 3 medium 
onions, chopped, 1 medium green pep- 
per, minced, 1 garlic bud, minced (op- 
tional). Transfer browned meat mix- 
ture to 6-quart casserole and stir in 
thoroughly 32 ounces tomato sauce; a 
No. 2 can whole kernel corn, drained; 
2 cans (4%-ounce) mushroom stems 
and pieces with liquid; 1 tablespoon 
brown sugar; 1 tablespoon Worces- 
tershire suace; 2 tablespoons chili 
powder; 2 teaspoons salt; Vt teaspoon 
pepper; the cooked macaroni, and 1 
cup shreddar cheese. 


Cover and refrigerate 
overnight. 


Cool and seal tightly if freezing. Next 
day (or when ready to serve) beat 
oven to 350 degrees and cook in cov- 
ered casserole for 2 hours or until 
dish is bubbly.

National ad 
summons men 
to priesthood 


"That boy who wanted to be a 


priest Is still within you. Listen to 
him. Come home." 


A tousel-haired boy's picture ap- 


pears with the advertisement. 


"Doubt no more, wait no longer 


— we have candles only you can 
light. Let the boy truly become 
the man he was meant to be." 


For about six years Father Jo- 


seph Lupo has run ads in national 
magazines, summoning men to 
the priesthood — one each in 
Playboy, Time, Newsweek and 
Header's Digest. 


At the bottom is Father Jo- 


seph's address: Grey Rock, Garri- 
son. Md., and a name-and-address 
space requesting, "Please write 
to me." 


THE ADS ARE signed: "Order 


of the Most Holy Trinity,-a Ro- 
m a n Catholic community of 
priests, 
brothers and 
sisters, 


founded 1198 — the oldest order of 
friars in the church." 


"Since the national ads began, 


about 100 in response to them have 
started on their way to priesthood 
— the ads are the only way people 
know about us," said Father Jo- 
seph. "We are a small community 
— about 200 in two monasteries." 


He said the responses to the ads 


have passed 600 and that In writ- 
ing back he has Initiated th'oughts 
that have sent 16 men into the 
Protestant ministry and others 
into the Jewish rabbinate. 


Before the national magazine 


ads began, the Trinitarians in- 
vested only abut four a year; af- 
terwards, about 20 a year, 


"BUT THIS YEAR was the big- 


gest number we began with In the 
history of our province — 50 can- 
didates — and I think our big 
class was still the reaping of the 
advertising harvest." 


Thirty-two of those we're in- 


vested with a friar's habit looking 
toward the priesthood: 


"Two were from Ceylon, three 


from Africa, one from England, 
one from Puerto Rico, one from 
Canada, one from Guatemala, two 
from Mexico a father and son, 


that's kind of a famous first, and 
the others from all over the 
United States. The people in for- 
eign countries heard about us 
probably in comments about the 
ad. 


"We've been progressively get- 


ting better and better. Next year 
looks even brighter. We have a 
problem. We can only take so 
many. Financially it's 
pretty 


rough." 


THE TRAINING for priesthood 


requires one year as a novitiate, 
four years of college and then a 
degree in theology, which takes 
three more years. 


The ad in Playboy in 1971 got 


plenty of attention, in newspapers 
and other magazines that repro- 
duced it, coupons and all. 


"Some of the flak it raised kind 


of shook me," Father Joseph said. 
"The opposition came from old, 
traditional people who thought we 
should be fighting a magazine 
like Playboy. 


"But I was actually a Fifth Col- 


umnist in Playboy. I was saying, 
'Look, we have a better i<jea. 
There is a difference between 
pleasure and happiness." 


THE PLAYBOY ad stressed the 


social work done by the Trinita- 
rians. They work in prisons and 
among alcoholics and under-privi- 
leged. 


"I think our order is a pioneer 


in advertising," Father Joseph 
said. "We kind of invented adver- 
tising. During the Crusades the 
Moslems captured many Chris- 
tians and sold them into slavery. 
We were the first to penetrate 
that Iron Curtain and offer to buy 
back the slaves that were useless 
to them — women, children and 
the sick. 


"After we ransomed the slaves, 


we advertised by going to Eu- 
ropean towns and letting people 
see those that were ransomed. 
And we had floats to let people 
see what was done: 'Your sisters, 
brothers, and parents — help us 
free them.'"

Students at Christ church 
are making heavenly music

Bells are ringing at United Church 


of Christ in Des Plaines. 


They are in good hands — the hands 


of some 17 high school students who 
stay an extra hour each Sunday after 
church service to practice their heav- 
enly music, with thrilling results. 


Bell ringing is different from all 


other, types of group music. It de- 
pends not only on teamwork, but on 
individual precision on the part of the 
musicians, each of whom is respon- 
sible for three to five bells. Each bell 
produces a different pitch. A musical 
selection for this age group goes far 
b e y o n d simple one-note-at-a-time 
melody, sometimes to a point where 
almost all members are playing at 
once. Exuberantly. 
. • 


No clanging here. Like some celes- 


tial carillon the mellow rever- 
berations encompass the senses. 


MAESTRO, GUIDING light, keeper 


of the beat and the baton and a true 
friend to young people is James Thun- 
der, director of music at Christ 
Church. The kids call him by first 
name, usually "Jim," but sometimes 
in a special burst of affection refer to 
him by the title on his file drawer, 
"The Big Dummy." 


Jim, who lives in Chicago, first be- 


came associated with Christ Church 
in February of 1963. Dynamic director 
of music, he also gives organ and pi- 
ano lessons at the church. He is well 
known in the northwest suburbs as di- 
rector of the 
Northwest Choral 


Society. 


His first Bell Choir at the church 


was for boys only, starting at the 5th 
grade. The youngest boy in that origi- 
nal group is now a freshman in col- 
lege. 


"INITIALLY, BELL choirs were de- 


signed as an alternative to singing for 
boys whose voices were changing, 
usually 7th and 8th graders," he ex- 
plained. "Here we have bell choirs at 
three age levels: grade school, junior 
high and high school." 


Are they popular? All places are 


filled. 


Scott Pannier of Wheeling, one of 


only two boys in the high school 
group, joined the < Bellringers a year 
ago because he likes music. "All you 
need is a good sense of rhythm and to 
be able to count," he said. 


Jane Mahon of Des Plaines has 


been ringing bells at Christ Church 
for seven years, starting with the 
grade school group. Jan Jackson, Pat- 
ty Bilhuber and Barb Rosedale, all of 
Des Plaines, began bellringing about 
five years ago. Said Barb, "I love it. 
It feels so good when a number goes 
well. It's such a neat feeling." 


MANY OF THE high schoolers play

other instruments, including the bass, 
organ, recorder, piano, oboe, guitar 
and clarinet. Julie Mascarella of Ar- 
1 i n g t o n Heights accompanies the 
'group when numbers include the pi- 
ano. The Bellringers are planning to 
tackle a number that calls for record- 
er, 'finger cymbals and a tambourine. 
Jim Thunder intends to arrange a bell 
number that uses clarinet and oboe. 


The bells themselves are beauties, 


ranging in size from the kettle-size 
lowest note to the wine-glass size 
highest note, producing 51 different 
pitches, more than enough for bell 
music scores. Volume is controlled 
not only by the vigor of the musician 
but by adjusting the rubber-edged 
clapper. 


"Approximately $4,000 worth of 


bells are sitting on these tables," said 
Thunder. 


MOST OF THEM are American 


bells, made in Pennsylvania. Two, in- 
cluding the largest, are European. 
The American sound is more mellow, 
since American bellmakers have been - 
able to eliminate the dissonant minor- 
key reverberations of which one is of- 
ten uncomfortably aware when bell 
towers chime. 


Jim and his high schoolers have 


taken the Northwest Suburban Day 
Care Center under their wing as a 
special project. Their benefit concert 
in September raised more than $700 
for the Des Plaines children's center. 
A n o t h e r benefit is planned for 
January. 


In addition, the Bellringers partici- 


pate in about one church service each 
month. Their repertoire includes 
hymn introductions, a bell prelude 
with harp and organ and such num- 


bers as "Happy Land," "Bell Ju- 
bilee," "Fanfare" and, jn keeping 
with the Bicentennial, "Four Ameri- 
can' Hymn Tunes."

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Fires raise suspicions about 'instant-on' TV 


In one year from 1973 to 1974, there 


were 196,000 (see next Item, this col- 
umn) household (ires Ignited by tele- 
vision sets, a Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission survey found. The 
commission estimated 14,000 injuries 
resulting from the fires. 


Last week it happened to the Mark 


Lee family of Hoffman Estates. Their 
4-year-old GE portable color TV 
caught fire, destroying their apart- 
ment and everything in it, as well as 
damaging 12 other apartments. The 
incident fortunately did not provide 
additional Injury statistics. 


But it provided further fuel for the 


Safety Commission's suspicions that 
the "Instant-on" feature of many TVs 
today may be a culprit in the fires. 


The commission advises consumers 


not to buy TVs with the "instant-on" 
feature, or to get one with a defeat 
switch. If your TV has "instant-on" 
and no defeat switch, the Commission 
advises using a wall outlet that can 
regulate the current to the TV and be 
turned off when the TV is off. 


ALTHOUGH THE Lees' set con- 


veniently self-destructed making it 
difficult to determine the defect, the 
commission has found that fires most 
often are caused by component fail- 
ures or design shortcomings which 
lead to overheating. They also note 
that portable color TVs with plastic

cabinets often are involved in these 
incidents. 


The commission has for the past 


year and a half been in the process of 
drawing up mandatory safety, stan- 
dards for TVs, covering fire and 
shock hazards. The effort was precipi- 
tated not only by the number of fires 
and injuries, but also because of nine 
defect notices issued by TV manufac- 
turers through March 1974, requiring 
recalls of some 140,000 TV sets. 


Meanwhile, the commission offers 


consumers these safety tips: 


• Always turn the TV off when 


leaving the room for more than a 
short time, and always when leaving 
the house. 


• Unplug the TV and disconnect ex- 


ternal antenna wires when you go on 
vacation, but do not unplug the TV 
after each viewing. 


• Do not cover ventilation openings 


in TV's; do not place too close to 
walls or furniture. 


• Avoid getting the TV wet in any 


way; if it does, unplug and have ser- 
viceman check it. 


• Finally, if you smell smoke dr see 


fire, pull the TV plug. Never attempt 
to put out a TV (or any electrical) 
fire with water.

A MODEST PROPOSAL: banning 


the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission. Reason: incompetence. 


Example: A CPSC Fact Sheet esti- 


mates 10,000 TV fires annually; anoth- 
er CPSC publication, NEISS News, re- 
ports 196,000 TV fires in one year, 
based on an actual survey. 


The NEISS News in which the 


196,000 figure was reported is the Oc- 
tober 1975 issue. That survey was 
completed and reported in the media 
in mid-1974. 


When a reporter called the Chicago 


CPSC office this week to ask about 
the discrepancy in the figures, they 
had not yet received a copy of the 
October NEISS News. 


But they tried to explain the differ- 


ence in the figures thusly: The Fact 
Sheet figure of 10,000 is just an esti- 
mate, while the 196,000 is an actual 
count. 


The real explanation finally came 


from Washington: The Fact Sheet had 
erroneously published "10,000 fir.es" 
instead of "10,000 injuries" resulting 
from TV fires. (Which still doesn't 
mesh with their estimate of 14,000 
injuries!)

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Winter comes and goes with the 


least amount of dreariness when there 
is a pot or two of colorful spring-flow- 
ering bulbs gracing your home — that 
you grew yourself! Using spring bulbs 
indoors is cheap, easy and fun. 


Paper-white narcissus are available 


now, often already potted. These and 
amaryllls are non-cold requiring bulbs 
that are prepared by the grower for 
flowering when you buy them. All the 
home gardener need do is put the pot- 
ted narcissus or amaryllis in a well 
lighted 60-degree temperature spot, 
and keep the pots moist but not 
soaked. Be careful not to overwater. 
Amaryllis can be made to flower year 
after year and divisions can be made 
at no cost from the mother bulbs. 
These non-cold requiring bulbs are an 
excellent introduction to forcing for 
beginners who have never tried it be- 
fore. 


CROCUS, HYACINTH, daffodil and 


tulip need a cycle of warm-cold-warm 
to initiate their growing cycle. They 
are handled differently than paper- 
whites and amaryllis.

hyacinths and daffodils for the vari- 
eties of these bulbs which can be 
forced indoors. Not all varieties can. 


The cold cycle takes 13 weeks total. 


So if you want to have your potted 
bulbs blooming at a certain time, you 


have to count back 13 weeks and be- 
gin the process on the precise time- 
table. 


It takes four to six weeks stored dry 


and implanted in an old refrigerator 
in a garage or basement to bring tu- 
lips, hyacinths, daffodils and crocus to 
a point where they can be brought 
out, planted in a well drained potting 
mix and returned to the same tem- 
perature for five, to six weeks more. 
After the bulbs are planted in clay 
pots, they must be kept moist. Use a 
six-inch clay pot for the job and put in 
enough bulbs to make a full display, 
but not so many that the bulbs are

Six tulip bulbs per six-inch 
pot, for example, is just right. 


WHEN THE PLANTS are well 


rooted in the pots, the temperature 
must be towered to 35-40 degrees to 
keep the sprouts from getting too long 
before the 13 needed weeks have 
elapsed from initial project start. 


Finally, when it's time to bring the 


pots out of cold storage, they should 
be put in a room where they get plen- 
ty of light to grow strong, and the 
temperature is around 60 degrees 
Now the bulb grower must be con- 
scientious in watering the plants daily 
to avoid drying out his 13-week proj- 
ect. (Don't stop now!) 


Though most people plant all the tu- 


lips in the same pots, and if they want 
hyacinths, they plant them together, 
and so on, here's a switch: A com- 
bination garden of crocus, daffodils, 
tulips or hyacinths planted together in 
pots gives a novel effect This will 
also provide flowers longer, since the 
various kinds of bulbs will flower at 
different times.

House overrides school-aid veto 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Cov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and Lei and 
Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F. Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously. 


Four Northwest suburban legisla- 


tors, Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack 6. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park; and Ted F. Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

particularly benefit Chicago, The Chi- 
cago Public Schools face a $45 million 
deficit this year, because of the settle- 
ment of he Chicago teachers' strike 
arranged by Daley in September. 


Opponents of the override, including 


Walker and Republican State Comp- 
troller George Lindberg, said an over- 
ride of the veto would set the stage 
for a state tax increase next year.

"We're fed up," said Luke Allen,

voting for and 12 against a strike 
which would begin Nov. 12. 


Allen said Wednesday was set as the 


strike date "because that was the 
earliest we could do it because of the 
contract extension. We are only as 
good as our word, and our word is 
that we would give five-day notice." 


Teachers also voted to cancel the 


current extension of last year's con- 
tract, which they are working under. 
Either side can cancel the extension 
by giving the other side five days' 
notice.

City supports 
straightening

The Des Plaines City Council has 


endorsed a $4 million plan to straight- 
en the S-curve on Northwest Highway 
and replace the overpass at the Soo 
Line R,R. and Chicago and North 
Western Ry. tracks. 


The plan was endorsed by aldermen 


Monday night at the suggestion of the 
city council streets and traffic com- 
mittee. The city will present its rec- 
ommendation to the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, which is overseeing 
the project. Actual construction is not 
expected to start until 1978. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, chairman 


of the committee, said officials con- 
sidered six plans before making the 
recommendation. Three of the plans

Union negotiators Saturday rejected

The 
board's offer would have increased 
the base salary from $8,734 to $9,258. 


The board had offered a flat $800 


salary increase for all teachers in 
September, an offer rejected by the 
union. The earlier offer would have 
increased the base pay to $9,534. 


TEACHERS ARE demanding a 9.5 


per cent salary increase. The teach- 
ers' demand would increase a begin- 
ning teacher's salary to $9,574. 


Teachers are asking for the 9.5 per 


cent increase to be split with teachers 
receiving a 7 per cent increase for the 
first seven months of the year, and an 
additional 5 per cent increae for the 
second half of the year. 


Both salary increases would be in 


addition to the 2.5 per cent increase 
teachers receive for an additional 
year's experience. 


Saturday's negotiating session was 


the first held with a mediator, which 
the teachers demanded. 


James Chiakulas, Illinois Education 


Assn. representative for Dist. 63, said 
a mediator probably would not be 
asked to attend future negotiating ses- 
sions. 


"THE MEDIATOR is out of the pic- 


ture at this point," he said. "It is our 
contention that the board did not give 
mediation a chance. The board did 
not want a mediator in the first 
place." 


Teachers plan to picket a special 


board meeting Monday where possible 
staff cuts and transfers for next year 
will be discussed. A mass rally is set 
for Tuesday at strike headquarters, 
Fireside Inn in Morton Grove. 


The board was delivered a letter an- 


nouncing the strike date at Wednes- 
day night's board meeting. The board 
was discussing negotiations and the 
letter in an executive session at the 
Herald's press time and planned to is- 
sue a statement.

City brokers seek residents' help 
2,000 against real estate tax 


Real estate brokers in Des Plaines 


have obtained almost 2,000 signatures 
from residents who oppose the pro- 
posed real estate transfer tax being 
considered by the city council. 


City officials are considering adop- 


tion of a tax that would assess sellers 
of real estate $2 per $1,000 on the sale 
price of the property. Thus, a home or 
piece of property selling for $50,000 
would be assessed $100. 


Petitions circulated 
among resi- 


dents by Des Plaines real estate bro- 
kers who oppose the tax, charge that 
it would discriminate against property 
owners. The petitions also say the tax 
is unfair because property owners 
would receive no service in return for 
the tax. 


Ralph H. Martin, who represents a 


group of about 20 local real estate 
brokers, said he hopes the petitions 
will persuade city officials to reject 
the proposed tax. 


"WE HAVE CONCLUDED from the 


protestors a grave concern for this 
type of taxing without the public and 
electorate being fully informed," he 
said. "Continually the citizens ques- 
tioned the city council's right to con- 
sider this type of tax without public 
hearings or referendum." 


City officials, however, have had 


public meetings on the proposed tax 
and are planning others. 


About two weeks ago, John McKay, 


representing the Northwest Suburban 
Board of Realtors Inc., appeared be- 


fore the city council to protest the tax 


He said that since the state already 


has a real estate transfer tax, a sim- 
ilar tax by the city would place a bur- 
den on homeowners who want to sell 
their property. 


The tax, McKay said, also would 


hurt real estate brokers in Des 
Plaines since it would be the only mu- 
nicipality in the area levying the tax. 
tax. 


CITY COUNCIL members have giv- 


en no assurances the tax will not be 
adopted, but have referred it back to 
the finance and insurance committee 
for further study. No date has been 
set for future meetings. 


Aid. Charles Bolek, chairman of the 


finance and insurance committee, 


said the tax probably would net the 
city $88,000 to $90,000 a year. 


The tax was proposed after City 


Comptroller Duane L. Blietz said the 
city would need alternate sources o£ 
revenue to balance next year's city 
budget. He said the city will need an 
additional $800,000 to $900,000 to meet 
rising operating costs. 


McKay said the amount of revenue 


raised by the real estate transfer tax 
would be insignificant and has urged 
officials to look to their sources for 
the money. 


The city council recently raised the 


cost of garbage pickup, licenses for 
large trucks, liquor licenses and ve- 
hicle transfer fees, and is considering 
a 5 per cent utility tax on telephone, 
natural gas and electric bills.

Teachers 
in Dist. 26 
reject pact

Teachers in River Trails Dist. •&, 


overwhelmingly turned down their 
tentative 1975-76 contract in a vote 
Wednesday and want to return to the 
negotiating table to settle the con- 
tract. 


George Chase, vice president of the 


River Trails Education Assn. said 92 
per cent of the 140 teachers casting 
ballots voted against the contract. 
There are approximately 150 teachers 
in Dist. 26. 


"The whole contract was rejected 


on all issues." Chase said. "Money 
was, not the primary issue. All of 
them were important," he said. 


T e a c h e r s and board members 


reached a tentative contract settle- 
ment Sept. 4 after only five negotiat- 
ing sessions. But rank-and-file union 
members voted overwhelmingly to 
table approval of the contract until 
November, citing unhappiness with 
extra-duty and salary provisions. 


AS A RESULT of the contract post- 


ponement, seven of the teachers' 15 
negotiators resigned in protest. Gary 
Rathgeber, RTEA president, said his 
colleagues "don't believe that the 
board has no more money." 


The contract Includes a 7 per cent 


increase in salary and fringe benefits, 
including the annual salary increase 
for experience. Teachers said they 
preferred to wait a few months to see 
if Gov. Daniel Walker's state educa- 
tion cuts would be restored and addi- 
tional money made available to Dist. 
80. 


Chase said Wednesday that the 


teachers were also waiting for the 
board to adopt a "reduction in force" 
policy before giving their approval to 
a contract. That policy outlines a 
procedure for dismissing teachers 
should dropping enrollments warrant 
staff reductions. 


The board policy committee is still 


discussing a proposed reduction in 
force policy with their next meeting 
scheduled for Tuesday at 8 p.m. 
Chase said that teachers had only mi- 
nor objections to the policy as it is 
now proposed. 


Chase said teachers now want to re- 


turn to the negotiating table to iron 
out these issues. He said the union ex- 
ecutive board would be in contact 
with the school board to arrange a 
meeting next week. 


WHEN ASKED if the contract re- 


jection meant a strike might be pos- 
sible, Chase said "I can't foresee that 
at this time." 


Dist. 26 teachers will continue to 


work under their 1974-75 agreement 
until a new settlement is reached. The 
teachers have a continuing contract 
with the district, breakable only if 
teachers notify the board that they 
wish to amend or terminate the 
agreement. 


Board Pres. Leora Rosen said she 


had no comment on teachers' rejec- 
tion of the contract. "I'm sure we'll 
have a response after the board has 
had a chance to discuss It," she said.

"We're 
trying to force the management to 
come and talk to us about the prob- 
lems," he said.

WARD SAID THE estimated cost of 


the plans considered by his committee 
ranged from $3 million to $4 million. 


"We have chosen the more ex- 


pensive option because it is esthetical- 
, ly more desirable to nearby residents 
and will provide less noise exposure," 
he said. 


The plan endorsed by the city calls 


for landscaping the slopes of the over- 
pass. 


City officials asked the state in 1971 


to straighten the S-curve and replace 
the overpass because of the number 
of accidents in the vicinity. At the 
time, the state committed $2.5 million 
to the project. 


STATE OFFICIALS have not said 


whether they are willing to commit 
additional money to the improvement 
project. Any costs not paid by the 
state would have to be be made up by 


the city and federal government. 


Although the state is expected lo 


pay the majority of 
construction 


costs, the city will have to obtain the 
needed right-of-way for the project. 
Ward said two or three parcels of pri- 
vate property will be needed and esti- 
mates the cost at $150,000 to $200,000. 


City Engineer Robert Bowen said 


the state will have two more public 
hearings before making a decision 
and proceeding with detailed plans on 
the proposed project.

The township board is preparing to 


issue tax anticipation warrants to 
fund the welfare payments for the last 
four months of this fiscal year. That 
would be for the months of January 
through April. 


Trustee Bernard F. Lee said the 


township approved an $8,000 welfare 
payout for October Monday night, 
leaving $16,000 in the general assis- 
tance fund. He estimated the balance 
would last through December at the 
current monthly rate. 


PAULINE LUCAS, township gener- 


al assistance director, said the town- 
ship's welfare rolls have increased 
dramatically during the past year, al- 
thougn a downward trend has begun 
the past several months.

She said there were 72 cases, in- 


volving 174 people, in October 1974. 
Those figures rose to a high of 178 
cases and 527 people last February, 
remained high during the spring and 
have just started to decrease, she 
added. In September 1975, there were 
93 cases and 242 people. 


ONE EFFECT OF the increase in 


cases is that Mrs Lucas has cut back 
the monthly payments to the state 
limits. She said, "I've cut rents, but I 
cannot cut food " 


Typically, she said, the state limit, 


which the township can exceed but 
not go under, calls for $216 in monthly 
payments for a family of two on wel- 
fare. "We used to give $250 to $260 
because the state allocation is so piti- 
fully low," Mrs. Lucas said. 


MOST WELFARE cases by the 


township are temporary ones, usually 
off the local rolls and onto state wel- 
fare rolls within 45 days. 


Lee also said the type of people of 


problem is a "combination of in- 
efficiency and planned stalling" by 
the state in getting people transferred 
to its welfare rolls. He said the wait- 
ing period has grown from two weeks 
to six to eight weeks. 


This longer waiting period means 


the welfare cases are on the township 
rolls for a longer period and, coupled 
with the larger amount of cases, has 
created the financial bind, said Lee. 


Lee also said the tupe of people of 


t h e 
township welfare rolls has 


changed also. He said the migrant, 
Spanish worker who filled the rolls be- 
fore is now "very few." 


"THERE IS A substantial increase 


in widows, divorcees, deserted per- 
sons with children and young, college- 
aged people," Lee said. 


Lee said he would like more done to 


get people off the township welfare 
rolls as soon as possible. He said that 


in the past the township has hired per- 
sons on welfare for the highway de- 
partment when there also was a need 
for workers. 


"I'd like to see more of that," Lee 


said 


Mrs. Lucas said she is pleased with 


Project 20, through which persons on 
the welfare rolls are paid $2.10 an 
hour to attend Wheeling High School 
classes for a six-week session to learn 
a trade or skill. Some placement in 
jobs is accomplished after the train- 
ing program, she said.

Closing of high school 
not expected until 1980 


The closing of a high school may 


not take place in High School Dist. 214 
until 1980. 


In 
reviewing enrollment figures 


showing a steady decline in students 
through the 1983-84. school year, the 
Dist. 214 Board of Education agreed 
this week it will be 1980 before enroll- 
ment will drop enough to warrant the 
closing of a high school. 


Several board members reported 


that rumors are circulating in the 
community that the board has already 
decided to close a school. Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert said the rumors are un- 
true. 


He said the board is considering all 


possible solutions to the declining en- 
rollment problem, and the board's 
"discussion is not based on a decision 
that we're going to close one or more 
schools." 


BOARD MEMBER Donald Hoeck 


commented, "We're still just talking. 
The wrecking crane is not being or- 
dered to any of pur eight sites." 


The. board did review criteria that 


could be used to determine which 
school would be closed if the board 
decides the closing of a school is nec- 
essary. The criteria include the loca- 
tion of the school, physical character- 
istics of the building, cost factors and 
transportation considerations. 


Enrollment is projected to drop 22 


per cent in eight years from a high 
this year of 19,823 students to 15,460 
students in 1983. Enrollment in 1980 is 
projected at 17,015 students. Gilbert 
'said it is only then that Dist. 214 could 
house all its students in seven build- 
ings. 


The board studied school enrollment 


figures prepared by the Northeastern 
Illinois 
Planning Commission for 


Lake, 
Cook, DuPage, Kane, and 


McHenry counties in Illinois and Lake 
County in Indiana. The figures show 
high school enrollment reaches a peak 
in 1980, drops to a low in 1990 and 
rises again until the year 2000. 


"This phenomenon of declining en- 


rollment doesn't seem to continue in- 
definitely," said Gilbert, but he added 
the study shows there is a "10-year 
period where we can easily accom- 
modate the enrollment of the district 
in less than eight schools." 


BOARD MEMBER Arthur Aronson 


asked whether Harper College, with 
its expanding enrollment, would be in- 
terested in using Dist. 214's facilities. 


Dist.. 214 administrators questioned 


whether the college could use a Dist. 
214 campus since parking space is 
limited. The college requires a large 
amount of parking since most of its 
students commute by car.

Terry Schott of Arlington Heights 


asked the board if it "deliberately 
withheld" its enrollment report until 
after 
voters 
approved a 
second 


campus for Harper College in a re- 
ferendum Sept. 27. "Didn't you feel it 
was your place to contact Harper" 
about possible use of a Dist. 214 
school as a second campus? Mrs. 
Schott asked. ' 


"That would have been a little pre- 


sumptuous on our part," said Board 
Pres. Eugene Artemenko. Gilbert said 
there was no connection between the 
enrollment report and the referen- 
dum.

Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate 
from 


Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main-, 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they ar.° 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 


they will he familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain th/2 garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche oi' ideas for uses.

the garden. 


Mrs. Cornelia Brown, Jim Vowell's 


teacher, was a teacher's aide for a 
blind class this past summer that 
used the garden even before it was 
completed. 


"We take so much of everything for 


granted, but they were just thrilled 
with so many things in the garden," 
Mrs. Brown said. 


She said

teachers the important opportunity to 
get tte children outside, particularly 
since parents are often fearful of al- 
lowing their. handicapped 
children 


outdoors. 


"It's 
a wonderful opportunity to 


get a feeling of the weather," she 
said. "Jim has even gotten out of 
his wheelchair to have lunch on the 
grass. We heard the planes and felt 
the sun and listened to the sounds of 
the outdoors. I want him to touch 
the flowers and the grass. I want him 
to see what it's like. The word I like 
to use is enrichment."

The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week.

on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in-. 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E.

D-Quincy; 
and L e l a n d Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael ,F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side.

The Wheeling Park Board tonight is 


expected to discuss possible annexa- 
tion of two unincorporated parts of 
the township which recently rejected 
annexation to the River Trails Park 
District. 


Park Director David Phillips said 


Wednesday the board will review pos- 
sible annexation of the Gladstone Glen 
apartment complex and the Quincy 
Park Quadrominiums when the board 
meets at 8 p.m. at Heritage Park. 222 
S. Wolf Rd. 


The Wheeling district has been in- 


terested for some time in annexing an 
area located between Palatine, Old 
Willow. River and Wolf roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township. How- 
ever, the River Trails Park District 
initiated an annexation effort first and 
had a referendum Oct. 25. 


ON'LY THE WILLOW River area on 


the eastern end. consisting of several 
apartment complexes, voted to join 
the district. Gladstone Glen and Quin- 
cy Park rejected the proposal, mak- 
ing annexation to the Wheeling dis- 
trict possible. 


Phillips said shortly before the vote 


that Wheeling would initiate an effort 
of its own should voters reject the 
River Trails proposal. 


Wheeling Park District 
officials 


conducted a campaign against the re- 
cent referendum, promising residents 
they could offer "twice" the number 
of programs that the River Trails dis- 
trict could. 


However, Park Board Pros. Lor- 


raine Lark said she would like to see 
residents request annexation to the 
Wheeling district before an annexa- 
tion drive is begun. 


Wayne Dtonnc, vice president of Lo- 


cal 363 of the Professional Air Traffic 
Controllers Organization (PATCO), 
said the number of cases of pedestri- 
ans crossing the runways in October 
dropped to 104 or about half the figure 
reported for September. A total of 551 
instances were reported from April 
through July. 


Dionne said some steps suggested 


by PATCO to improve the security 
situation have been enacted "but the 
problem still exists," he said. 


TEN WARNING signs cautioning 


persons that the airport is private 
property and trespassing is prohibited 
have been placed at points around the 
airport, Dionne said. Gates to the 
main ramp of the runways also have 
been chained shut as a safety mea- 
sure, he said. 


Dionne added, however, that sev- 


steps suggested to PATCO to further 
improve security at the airport have 
not been enacted. PATCO suggested 
that the airport be fenced, a speaker 
system be installed and a security 
force be created. 


Airport owner George Priester said 


Wednesday he believes the problem is 
not as serious as the controllers have 
said. "It's not as serious as they 
make it out to be," Priester said. 
"Most of the people walking across 
the runway are pilots." 


Priester said there are enough signs 


posted around the airport to warn 
people. Each trespasser is taken into 
Priester's office and the owner said 
he talks to each person. No trespas- 
sers have been prosecuted. 


Priester said he is aware of the 


safety problems at the airport but he 
believes he's done all he can to cor- 
rect the problem. He said fencing the 
airport would be too expensive. 


DIONNE SAID PATCO is awaiting 


a report from the General Aviation 
District Office which recently con- 
ducted a survey of the airport. The 
group analyzed various aspects of the 
airport including safety, Dionne said. 


A report including recommenda- 


tions on safety improvements needed 
at the airport is expected soon, 
Dionne said.

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Blind See,' enjoy Kirk Center garden 
Beauty not only for the sighted

"Look at this, Jim." 
Jim turned toward the sound of 


the voice and reached out to find 
a small plastic card stuck on a 
stick in the dirt. 


His hand moved over the tiny 


white bumps of Braille and a grin 
came over his face. 


"They're 
marigolds," 
he 
said. 


"They're yellow." He reached out 
and touched the flowers. 


IN THE NEW garden at Kirk Cen- 


ter for the Handicapped, Palatine, 
flowers were blooming, water was 
trickling down a cherub fountain and 
finches were fluttering in the aviary. 


Nineteen-year-old Jim 
Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
ter, couldn't see the garden, but 
because of the way it was constructed 
he saw it all with his imagination. 


Plans for the Fragrance and Rec- 


reational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 
Woman's Club who wanted to do 
something for the area's handicapped 
children. Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only from Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts. 


Mrs. Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 
dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir tr.ses were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled in Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 
"1 put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Ksy Club, Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. "The

Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they are 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 


they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses. 


"It's wonderful just to havs an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children liks the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to roll around. 
The uses are manyfold, and we're 
just beginning to discover them." 


Other schools for the handicapped 


have already been calling Kirk Cen- 
ter about bringing their classes to 
the garden. 


Mrs. Cornelia Brown, Jim Vowell's 


teacher, was a teacher's aide for a 
blind class this past summer that 
used the garden even before it was 
completed. 


"We take so much of everything for 


granted, but they were just thrilled 
with so many things in the garden," 
Mrs. Brown said. 


She said the garden gives the 


teachers the important opportunity to 
get the children outside, particularly 
since parents are often fearful of al- 
lowing their handicapped children 
outdoors. 


"It's a wonderful opportunity to 


get a feeling of the weather," shs 
said. "Jim has even gotten out of 
his wheelchair to have lunch on the 
grass. .We heard the planes and felt 
the sun and listened to the sounds of 
the outdoors. I want him to touch 
the flowers and the grass. I want him 
to see what it's like. The word I like 
to use is enrichment."

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House overrides school-aid veto 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Illinois Mouse of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory, for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and L e 1 a n d Rayson, 
R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F.' Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the ve,to. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one1 legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override,the veto previously.

tors, Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park; and Ted F. Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

Clad in black uniforms and sashes, 


two Cobra Kai warriors bow in de- 
ference to one another Then, sudden- 
ly, a Chinese war cry breaks the silen- 
ce and a warrior delivers a quick but 
devastating kick to his opponent's 
chest, reducing him to an ineffectual 
quivering mass. It takes two seconds. 


It's Kung Fu — the snake style — 


based on speed and aggressiveness. 
And it takes place every Tuesday 
night at Emmerich Park in Buffalo 
Grove. 


"The snake teaches us speed," said 


Frank Triplcchio, a Buffalo Grove Pub 
lie Works Oept. employe who teaches 
the ancient Chinese martial art on a 
part-time basis for the park district. 
This is the street fighter's style We 
may not look pretty, but we're effec- 
tive." 


Tripicchio bills the course as an 


American brand of Kung Fu designed 
for modern American problems — de- 
fense against attack on the streets. 


THIS IS NO lilly-livered pastime for 


those who want to go through the mo- 
tions and not endure some pain. The 
14 students who take the class each 
Tuesday from the Skokie-based Cobra 
Kal Kung Fu Club can expect to get 
kncked around, socked in the face and 
hurled to the floor In between, they 
do push ups on their knuckles 


"We don't pull any punches," Tri- 


picchio said. "If you pull them in 
class, then you'll pull them when you 
are faced with a street fight." 


There is one punch which is pulled, 


though — the death punch to the 
throat when can kill Instantly. 


And when it comes to defending 


against the use of weapons, they use 
real knives — not rubber toys. 


THE INSTRUCTORS let the stu- 


dents wield the knives against them 


so "if the student gets cut, it's his 
own fault" 


"It adds a htle spice to the eve- 


ning," Tripicchio said 


In shott, the Kung Fu enthusiasts 


mean business 


Yet, Tripicchio and his teacher, 


club owner "Sifu" (father teacher) 
Steven G Abbate, temper the violence 
with a philosophy of peace not unlike 
that shown in the popular television 
show "Kung Fu " 


"Seek humility and peace," Abbate 


told the class "Remember always 
that one day you'll meet a man more 
skillful than yourself. Therefore, you 
should be on good terms with all you 
meet. But if you are forced to fight, 
be ready Let your squl become a 
w.arnor." 


TRIPICCHIO AND Abbate are stern 


with their students They believe m 
fighting hard and effectively, if fight- 
ing is the only alternative. Yet, they 
want to control the dangerous art 
which they impart to their students. 


"A foolish student will view con- 


tention as an obstacle to be over- 
come," said Abbate "That is a prosti- 
tution of my art. Kung Fu is a moral, 
as well as physical code of conduct " 


Abbate began his Kung Fu school 


three years ago. The foimer Rolling 
Meadows policeman picked up his 
training in Hong Kong and Taiwan 
and says it saved his life more than 
once in Vietnam. Now, it's more than 
a hobby, it's his life 


Abbate, however, dispelled some 


misconceptions about Kung Fu. 


"IT'S NOT LIKE what you see on 


television," he said. "The 'Kung Fu' 
show was great on philosophy, but all 
wrong about the fighting. They led 
you to believe that you could hit 
someone without inflicting that much 
damage That's wrong. You can't ex- 


pect to get up again if you get hit the 
way they show it" He said he 
wouldn't give "two cents" for David 
Carradme, star of the show. 


Abbate explained that the term 


'Kung Fu' is somewhat of a mis- 
nomer. 


"If you said 'I know Kung Fu' in 


China, they'd laugh at you," he said.

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Blind 'see,' enjoy Kirk Center garden 
Beauty not only for the sighted

"Look at this, Jim." 
Jim turned toward the sound of 


the voice and reached out to find 
a small plastic card stuck on a 
stick in the dire. 


Mis hand moved over the tiny 


white bumps of Braille and a grin 
came over his face. 


"They're marigolds," he said. 


"They're yellow." Me reached out 
and touched the flowers. 


IN THE NEW garden at Kirk Cen- 


ter for the Handicapped, Palatine, 
flowers were blooming, water was 
trickling down a cherub fountain and 
finches were fluttering in the aviary. 


Nineteen-year-old Jim Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
ter, couldn't see the garden, but 
because of the way it was constructed 
he saw it all with his imagination. 


Plans for the Fragrance and Rec- 


reational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 
Woman's Club who wanted to do 
something for the area's handicapped 
children. Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only from Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts. 


Mrs. Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 
dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which Is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir trees were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled In Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch nazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 
"1 put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Key Club, Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. "The 
Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then Introduced me to all 
the other area Lions Clubs.

were Interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses, and 
individuals," she said. "There was 
about $10.000 in money spent, and 
there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated." 


Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other" fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children.to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge'of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they are 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 


they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses. 


"It's wonderful just to have an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children like the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to roll around. 
The uses are manyfold, and we're 
just beginning to discover them." . 


Other schools for the handicapped 


have already been calling Kirk Cen- 
ter about bringing their classes to 
the garden. 


Mrs. Cornelia Brown, Jim Vowell's 


teacher, was a teacher's aide for a 
blind class this past summer that 
used the garden even before it was 
completed. 


"We take so much of everything for 


granted, but they were just thrilled 
with so many things in the garden," 
Mrs. Brown said. 


She said the garden gives the 


teachers the important opportunity to 
get the children outside, particularly 
since parents are often fearful of al- 
lowing their handicapped children 
outdoors. 


"It's a wonderful opportunity to 


get a feeling of the weather," she 
said. "Jim has even gotten out of 
his wheelchair to have lunch on the 
grass. We heard the planes and felt 
the sun and listened to the sounds of 
the outdoors. I want him to touch 
the flowers and the grass. I want him 
to see what it's like. The word I like 
to use is enrichment." '

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House overrides school-aid veto

The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did

not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and Lei and 
Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F. Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-CJiicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously. 


Four Northwest suburban legisla- 


tors, Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park; and Ted F. Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

Town welfare 
funds to run out

4 months early 


Elk Grove Township officials esti- 


mate township welfare funds will run 
out In January. 


The township board is preparing to 


issue tax anticipation warrants to 
fund the welfare payments for the last 
four months of this fiscal year. That 
would be for the months of January 
through April. 


Trustee Bernard F. Lee said the 


township approved an $8,000 welfare 
payout for October Monday night, 
leaving $16,000 in the general assis- 
tance fund. He estimated the balance 
would last through December at the 
current monthly rate. 


PAULINE LUCAS, township gener- 


al assistance director, said the town- 
ship's welfare rolls have increased 
dramatically during the past year, al- 
though a downward trend has begun 
the past several months. 


She said there were 72 cases, in- 


volving 174 people, in October 1974. 
Those figures rose to a high of 178 
cases and 527 people last February, 
remained high during the spring and 


Cops nab man 
in rape case 


A Chicago man was arrested Tues- 


day for raping a 19-year-old Elk 
Grove Village woman in Schaumburg 
late Monday after he had given her a 
ride from Chicago, police said. 


Charged with rape was Tony R. 


Lapl, 23, of 4743 N. Troy St. He was 
arrested by Schaumburg detectives 
William Ostermann and James Schne- 
den who had staked out Lapi's home, 
police reported. 


Police said the woman did not re- 


port the rape until early Tuesday. She 
told police Lapi gave her a ride from 
St. Louis and Lawrence avenues to 
th« rear parking lot of the Hippo- 
drome Plaza, Plum Grove and Hig- 
glns roads. 


After the woman was assaulted, the 


attacker drove her home, police said. 


Lapi was released after posting

have just started to decrease, she 
added, In September 1975, there were 
93 cases and 242 people. 


ONE EFFECT OF the increase in 


cases is that Mrs. Lucas has cut back 
the monthly payments to the state 
limits. She said, "I've cut rents, but I 
cannot cut food." 


Typically, she said, the state limit, 


which the township can exceed but 
not go under, calls for $216 in monthly 
payments for a family of two on wel- 
fare. "We used to give $250 to $260 
because the state allocation is so piti- 
fully low," Mrs. Lucas said. 


MOST WELFARE cases by the 


township are temporary ones, usually 
off the local rolls and onto state wel- 
fare rolls within 45 days. 


Lee also said the type of people of 


problem is a "combination of in- 
efficiency and planned stalling" by 
the state m getting people transferred 
to its welfare rolls. He said the wait- 
ing period has grown from two weeks 
to six to eight weeks. 


This longer waiting period means 


the welfare cases are on the township 
rolls for a longer period and, coupled 
with the larger amount of cases, has 
created the financial bind, said Lee. 


Lee also said the tupe of people of 


t h e township welfare rolls has 
changed also. He said the migrant, 
Spanish worker who filled the rolls be- 
'fore is now "very few." 


"THERE IS A substantial increase 


in widows, divorcees, deserted per- 
sons with children and young, college- 
aged people," Lee said. 


Lee said he would like more done to 


get people off the township welfare 
rolls as soon as possible. He said that 
in the past the township has hired per- 
sons on welfare for the highway de- 
partment when there also was a need 
for workers. 


"I'd like to see more of that," Lee 


said. 


Mrs. Lucas said she is pleased with 


Project 20, through which persons on 
the welfare rolls are paid $2.10 an 
hour to attend Wheeling High School 
classes for a six-week session to learn 
a trade or skill. Some placement in 
jobs is accomplished after the train- 
ing program, she said.

Extension of Biesterfield Road to 


Wise Road would create a direct route 
from neighboring western towns to 
Elk Grove's industrial park. 


Kenna objected to the fact that 


heavy traffic would then be channeled 
through the middle of the village on a 
street where several schools, parks 
and a library are located. 


Kenna also said if the village made 


Biesterfield Road a direct east-west 
link, the county highway department 
would not worry about improving oth- 
er roads. 


Trustee Ronald Chernick said it was 


impossible for the village to maintain 
a major roadway like Biesterfield 


Road if it were to become a link be- 
tween, western communities and the 
village. 


Biesterfield Road at present is a 


two-lane concrete roadway, ending at 
Rohlwing Rd. Chernick said the vil- 


lage could not afford the cost of con- 
struction and maintenance. 


Chernick said, "We don't have tht

Air traffic controllers at Palwaukee 


Airport said Wednesday the instances 
of pedestrians trespassing onto run- 
ways has decreased, but the problem 
still exists. 


Wayne Dlonne, vice president of Lo- 


cal 363 of the Professional Air Traffic 
Controllers Organization (PATCO), 
said the number of cases of pedestri- 
ans crossing the runways in October 
dropped to 104 or about half the figure 
reported for September. A total of 551 
instances were reported from April 
through July. 


Dlonne said some steps suggested 


by PATCO to Improve the security 
situation have been enacted "but the 
problem still exists," he said. 


TEN WARNING signs cautioning 


persons that the airport is private 
property and trespassing Is prohibited 
have been placed at points around the 
airport, Dionne said. Gates to the 
main ramp of the runways also have 
been chained shut as a safety mea- 
sure, he said. 


Dlonne added, however, that sev- 


steps suggested to PATCO to further 
improve security at the airport, have 
not been enacted. PATCO suggested 
that the airport be fenced, a speaker 
system be Installed and a security 
force be created. 


Airport owner George Prlester said 


Wednesday he believes the problem Is 
not as serious as the controllers have 
said, "it's not as serious as they 
make It out to be," Prlester said.

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Judge rules tor Hood project 
Tenant relocation OKd 
for proposed park site 


Attorneys for the County Forest 


Preserve District obtained a court or- 
der Wednesday that could save the 
state $50,000 to $200,000 in expenses 
for the Upper Salt Creek flood control 
project. 


The order, which was issued by Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Edward Healy, will 
allow the state to begin relocating ten- 
ants of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park, 941 Higgins Rd.r Elk Grove 
Township, while the county continues 
negotiations to purchase the park. 


The county is responsible for ac- 


quiring the property while the state is 
responsible for relocating the persons 
who live in the park. 


Attorney James Ronan. represent- 


ing the County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict, said Healy granted the state 
permission to begin relocating mobile 
park tenants during negotiations to 
purchase the park site. 


A SPEED-UP of the relocation pro- 


cess could save the state the cost of 
levee and pump installation designed 
to save the 11-acre trailer park site 
from flooding until the land is pur- 
chased. 


Although the total watershed proj- 


ect is designed to alleviate flooding 
and create a recreational area, it will 
by flooding eliminate the trailer park. 


A 470-acre lake now is being 


scooped out around the site, and water 
resources engineers are facing a 
March deadline to finish excavation. 


Although the trailer site will not be 


flooded until late 1976, construction 


plans to protect the property must be 
made shortly, according to project en- 
gineers. 


Ronan said it is very possible that a 


speed-up of the relocation process 
could save several -months of time, 
and the state might not be required to 
install the costly flood control struc- 
tures. 


He added, however, that the judge's 


order to begin appraisal of mobile 
homes is just one of several steps nec- 
essary to relocate the park's approxi- 
mately 150 trailers.

Defective furnaces have been found 


in several homes in Schaumburg's 
Weathersfield subdivision, and resi- 
dents with furnace problems are 
urged to report them to the village.

warranty, 


Bohn said. There have been apparent- 
ly no health problems caused by the 
furnaces. 


TWO CASES OF furnace failure, 


one recently in the Weathersfield sub- 
division, have been reported to the 


village in the past six months, Village 
Mgr. John E. Coste said Wednesday. 


Both Coste and Building Comr. Jo- 


seph Julian urged residents 
ex- 


periencing heat exchanger failure to 
report problems to the village. 


"If cracked heat exchangers are 


being found, we want people to bring 
them in for us to see firsthand," Coste 
said.

Blind ;see,' enjoy Kirk Center garden 
Beauty not only for the sighted

"Look at this, Jim." 
Jim turned toward the sound of 


the voice and reached out to find 
a small plastic card stuck on a 
stick in the dirt. 


His hand moved over the tiny 


white bumps of Braille and a grin 
came over his face. 


"They're 
marigolds," 
he 
said. 


"They're yellow." He reached out 
and touched the flowers. 


IN THE NEW garden at Kirk Cen- 


ter for the Handicapped, Palatine, 
flowers were blooming, water was 
trickling down a cherub fountain and 
finches were fluttering in the aviary. 


Nineteen-year-old -Jim Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
ter, couldn't see the garden, but 
because of the way it was constructed 
he saw it all with his imagination. 


Plans for "the Fragrance and Rec- 


reational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 
Woman's Club who wanted to do 
something for the area's handicapped 
children Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only from Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts. 


Mrs Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 
dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easijy. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the-wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir trees were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled in Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 
"I put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Key Club, Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. ^'The 
Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then introduced me to all 
the other area Lions Clubs. 


"No matter where I went, people 


were interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses, and 
individuals," she said. "There was 
about $10,000 in money spent, and 
there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated " 


Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago'World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way 
it is a vocational garden, intended' 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job plaoement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the'garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


•children about plants as early as 
possible so when they ar.e 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 
they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the, garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses.' 


"It's wonderful just to have an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children like the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to. roll around.

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House overrides school-aid veto

The Illinois Mouse of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
981 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks'ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and L e 1 a n d Rayson, 
R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F 
Capuzi, R-Chicago, 


voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously.

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State charity 
laws hit by 
circus heads

Owners of a circus charged with 


violating state charitable trust laws 
during two Schaumburg performances 
are challenging state statutes cov- 
ering charity fund raisers. 


Robert Tingler, attorney for the 


Carson and Barnes Circus Co., said 
his clients believe the charitable trust 
laws cover only charity groups and 
not businesses hired as fund raisers. 


"The circus provides services to 


whoever hires it, whether it be a char- 
ity or whoever. We charge fees to cov- 
er our costs and hopefully to make a 
profit. We feel the state laws apply to 
how the charity spends the money," 
Tingler said. 


A SUIT FILED by Illinois Atty. 


Gen. William J. Scott charges the cir- 
cus owners with forcing the Schaum- 
burg Lions Club into an illegal con- 
tract for two performances in August. 
Scott said the contract is a "clear vio- 
lation'1 of laws requiring charities to 
receive at least 75 per cent of gross 
receipts of such events. 


Under the contract signed by the 


Schaumburg Lions Club, the circus 
would receive 100 per cent of all reve- 
nue from concessions; 90 per cent of 
revenue from reserved seat tickets 
sold by the circus on circus day; 50 
per cent of revenue from all tickets 
sold in advance of circus day; and 50 
per cent of all special child tickets 
sold in advance, 


The circus would also receive 25 per 


cent for advance promotional repre- 
sentatives or 75 per cent of tickets 
sold in advance by the Lions Club. 


Scott is seeking to nullify the con- 


tract and obtain more money for the 
Lions Club. 


Lions Club receipts from the event 


have not been determined. 


TINGLER SAID his clients believe 


the statute covers the way the chari- 
ties spend income received from fund 
raisers. 


"We think the statute says charities 


must use a certain percentage of their 
income for charitable purposes," he 
said. 


Ellis Sosti'im, assistant attorney 


general, said the Charitable Trust Di- 
vision has gone through "a complete 
investigation" of the circus' records 
(or the Schaumburg performances. 


"They've complied with every de-

"I decided to install a completely 


new furnace, but in some cases the 
problem can be taken care of by 
patching," Bohn said. He said cracks 
are often not visible but can be de- 
tected by manual inspection of the in- 
terior of the unit. 


Bohn stressed he "always" suggests 


a customer contact Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. for "confirmation" when a 
heat exchanger problem is detected. 


A NI gas spokesman said the utility 


company has had "only six to eight" 
calls for suspected furnace problems 
in the Schaumburg area in the past 
year.

39, of 1419 N. 18th Ave., 
laid Richard G. Held, special agent in 
charge of the Chicago FBI office. 


THE ARRESTS culminated a two- 


year investigation into gambling oper- 
ations principally in the Chicago area, 
Held said. Wiretap authorization was 
given to seek evidence for the in- 
dictments. 
• Authorities said the gambling oper- 
ation centered chiefly in western Chi- 
cago and the western suburbs. The 
ring allegedly took bets on sports ac- 
t l v l t i e s probably including horse 
racing, an FBI spokesman said.

Kendall thinks he's making 


progress. As chairman of the 
board's public and professional 
relations committee, Kendall says 
steps are being taken to "make 
the board process more open and 
visible." 


At the time of Robert Bliss's 


resignation from the board, Kend- 
all issued a letter to various civic 
groups seeking board applicants. 
As a result, nine candidates ap- 
plied. 


And Kendall spoke out in favor 


of more open teacher contract ne- 
gotiations in the future at the Oc- 
tober board meeting, asking that 
all board members be fully in- 
cluded in negotiations to come. 


ALTHOUGH Kendall often finds

But beyond 
this, it's not a team," Kendall 
added. 


"A team spirit tends to develop 


The 
board, over time, has become less 
capable than it ought to be to 
challenge itself. There's a lack of 
the sense that it's the people we're 
beholden to. 


"There's an obvious need for 


new blood and movement to limit 
service to two terms will insure 
that,'' he said. 


Kendall still supports teacher 


unions and teachers' right to 
strike, perhaps especially now 
that he has been a board member 
during a season of contract nego- 
tiating. 


KENDALL ADMITS that his 


pro-union feelings put him at odds 
with the rest of the Dist. 15 board. 
"But it's time-to put an end to the 


- notion that teachers are demons. 


A fear of teachers and unions 
makes it much more difficult to 
aid and support teachers in the 
classroom." 


Kendall said the board's fear of 


unionism runs deep. "The concern 
about the teacher union pervades 
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every decision that the board 
makes," Kendall stated. "That 
fear is reinforced by the school 
board 
association (the Illinos 


Assn. of School Boards) which 
sends out blatant propaganda 
about unions, the board's owA 
lawyers (Franke and Miller)-and 
the opinions of their professional 
negotiator (Richard Zweiback)," 
Kendall said. 


V 


"The board can't do anything 


without teachers But if you re- 
cruit teachers who are openly an- 
ti-organizational, you get an ed- 
ucation which is, in my opinion, 
misdirscted." 


Kendall strongly objects to the 


board's current practice of limit- 
ing the board negotiating team to 
three members of the president's 
choosing. No other board 
mem- 


bers are allowed to attend that 
committee's meetings, "for the 
stated purpose that if a teacher or 
teacher-supporter is on the board, 
that person can be eliminated 
from negotiations 


"I FEEL IT'S illegal and uncon- 


scionable because it makes less- 
valuable the other four board 
members," Kendall said., 


But Kendall's concerns go be- 


yond board procedures into class- 
room problems "The thing that 
will take the longest time is to 
make real what we mean by 
"quality education," " Kendall 


Kendall points out that state 


education officials say a school 
district should spend $1,400 a year 
on every pupil, but Dist. 15 spends 
only about $1,200. And while most 
Dist 
15 youngsters score one- 


quarter to one-half a year above 
the national average on standard- 
ized achievement tests, about 40 
per cent of the student body 
scores below the national aver- 
age, Kendall said. 


"Tests aren't a measure of 


quality education, nor is money. 
We should look for better ways to 
measure the education we offer. 
The question is, are we doing as 
well as we can, not are the kids 
doing what they should," Kendall 
said. 


Despite Kendall's dedication to 


a new spirit of openness and com- 
munication with the taxpayers, 
board meetings are poorly attend- 
ed by the public But this doesn't 
daunt Kendall. 


"THE 
BURDEN 
is 
on the 


board. I do not conclude that par- 
ents have failed, but that the 
board has failed to attract the 
public," Kendall said. 


Kendall pointed out that his let- 


ter seeking applicants for Robert 
Bliss' vacated board seat turned 
up many new qualified residents 
with an interest in the district. "I 
think if we indicated that we don't 
have all the answers, we'll get 
better public participation," he 
said. 


Kendall's outspoken views have 


caused him some tense moments 
with other board members.

been good for me. I'm committed 
to raising public issues so the val- 
ues of the board are explicit "

More than 200 parents and teachers 


packed the Wednesday night board 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and

The board unanimously passed a 


resolution agreeing to recognize the 
teachers' union once, an election was 
held to determine if the teachers were 
in favor of union representation.

were decided upon in September with- 
out teacher participation. 


PARENTS SPOKE in favor of re- 


opening negotiations on this year's 
salary schedule. They reacted with

Preliminary conclusions of the. 


study recommend village purchase 
and improvement of the airport pro- 
vided the total package is limited to 
$8.4 million, that state and federal as- 
sistance is available and the project is 
found environmentally acceptable. 


Federal Aviation Administration ap- 


proval of the second phase of the 
study in which an environmental im- 
pact statement will be prepared and 
public hearings held is awaiting com- 
pletion of an FAA airspace study ex- 
pected in late November. 


But Dietrich called "double talk"a 


policy statement presented Wednes- 
d a y by representatives of Stop 
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S c h a u m b u r g Airport Future Ex- 
pansion (SSAFE). 


SSAFE, formed as a "community 


action group'' whose goal is to stop 
airport expansion, consists .of resi- 
dents of Hanover Park, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Roselle and Schaumburg. 


SSAFE MEMBERS oppose only the 


proposed airport expansion and have 
no opinion "at this time" regarding 
continuance of existing operations at 
the airport, said spokesman Michael 
Polelle. 


Dietrich told Polelle owners of the 


private airport could at any time de- 
cide to expand the operation "and the 
village would have no recourse in the 
matter." 


He also pointed out that the present 


proposal calls not for expansion but 
improvement, since the present run- 
way would be expanded only 500 feet, 
and aircraft using the' field would be 
limited to small private planes weigh- 
ing 12,500 pounds or less.

zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts 


Mrs. Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're Interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 


dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in •wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir trees were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled in Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 
"I put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Ksy Club, Mrs Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. "The 
Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then introduced me to all 
the other area Lions Clubs. 


"No matter where I went, people 


were interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses r and 
individuals," she said. "There was 
about $10,000 in money spent, and 


there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated." 


Landscape architect Harold 0 Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 y.ears, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they ar.9 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 
they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said, 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses 


"It's wonderful just to have an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children like the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to roll around. 
The uses are manyfold, and we're 
just beginning to discover them."

House overrides school-aid veto 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Illinois Mouse of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has K days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote In the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in-, 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and Lei and 
Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F. Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously. 


Four Northwest suburban legisla- 


tors, Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklin Park; and Ted F. Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

particularly benefit Chicago. The Chi- 
cago Public Schools face a $45 million 
deficit this year, because of the settle- 
ment of he Chicago teachers' strike 
arranged by Daley in September. 


Opponents of the override, including 


Walker and Republican State Comp- 
troller George Lindberg, said an over- 
ride of the veto would set the stage 
for a state tax increase next year. 


After the vote, Schlickman said, "ft 


was evident there was a great deal el 
arm-twisting and deal-making by the 
proponents to get the three votes. I'm 
sorry the House in their collective de- 
liberations accelerated the day an in- 
come tax increase will be needed."

Thursday said he Is preparing a 
corrected version of the 1974-75 mu- 
nicipal budget for use by the com- 
mittee in determining spending prior- 
ities through next April 30. the end of 
the current fiscal year. 


James Watson, who resigned as city 


manager last month, came under fire 
for the budget errors and a mistake in 
preparing the accompanying tax levy 
ordinance that is expected to cost the 
city about $200,000 in lost revenue this 
year. 


Green said correcting the budget 


has been time-consuming because 
each item must be hand-calculated. 
That work has been completed, he 
said, and the new figures wilt be re- 
run through the computer to obtain an 
accurate report for the committee. 


"1 THINK THIS report will reflect 


en accurate picture of our projected 
expenses and revenues as they were 
set forth last May and give us better 
information to work with," Green 
said. 


The finance committee, chaired by 


Aid. Frederick E, Jacobson, 5th, has 
asked other council committees and 
city department heads to hold a num- 
ber of projects in abeyance until the 
money situation is straightened out. 


Green said it is unlikely he will of- 


fer any "major recommendations" to 
the committee Monday on whether to 
go ahead with projects or postpone 
them further. 


"A lot will depend on our cash 


flow," he said. "The committee may 
need to decide whether to hold back 
purchases this month and wait until 
next month or something like that, 
but I myself don't plan to make major 
recommendations." 


In addition to delaying several ex- 


penses during the financial uncertain- 
ty of the past few months, Mayor Ro- 
land J. Meyer has put a freeze on hir- 
ing new city employes. The fire de- 
partment, which requested six addi- 
tional men this year, has been most 
affected by the freeze.

Walter Kendall, 34. was elected 


to the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. IS Board of Education six 
months ago as something of a ma- 
verick. 


On a board where a decade or 


more of service is not usual, 
Kendall advocated limiting board 
service to two terms, or six years, 
and defeated incumbent Otto Ei- 
lering, a board member for nine 
years. 


Kendall came in on a platform 


of openness and accountability to 
the public. He drew the support of 
district teachers, and he openly 
a p p r o v e d teachers' rights to 
unionize and strike if necessary. 


WHERE HAVE HIS views got- 


ten him six months later? 


Kendall thinks he's making 


progress 
As chairman of the 


board's public and professional 
relations committee, Kendall says 
steps are being taken to "make 
the board process more open and 
visible." 


At the time of Robert Bliss's 


resignation from the board, Kend- 
all issued a letter to various civic 
groups seeking board applicants. 


As a result, nine candidates ap- 
plied. 


And Kendall spoke out in favor 


of more open teacher contract ne- 
gotiations in the future at the Oc- 
tober board meeting, asking that 
•all board members be fully in- 
cluded in negotiations to come. 


ALTHOUGH Kendall often finds 


himself challenging and question- 
ing board members of long stand- 
ing at meetings, Kendall says it's 
not meant personally. 


"My inclination is to be direct 


and abstract at the same time," 
Kendall said in a recent, inter- 
view. "It apparently has' upset 
some board members whb have 
taken it personally, such as the 
time I expressed concern about 
negotiations." 


Kendall said his respect for 


board members has grown over 
the past six months. "These are 
singularly dedicated people. And 
they're certainly not guilty of not 
doing their homework. They show 
real dedication " 


But Kendall stands by his call 


for a limit to board members' 
terms because of "a lack of 
awareness of three large social 


NSSEO board agrees 
to recognition of union 


More than 200 parents and teachers 


packed the Wednesday night board 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and 
participated in a tension-filled dis- 
cussion with the board concerning 
recognition of the NSSEO teacher's 
union. 


The board unanimously passed a 


resolution agreeing to recognize the 
teachers' union once an election was 
held to determine ff the teachers were 
in favor of union representation. 


The board, however, refused 
to 


agree to a union request to negotiate 
this year's teachers' salaries, which 
were decided upon in September with- 
out teacher participation. 


PARENTS SPOKE in favor of re- 


opening negotiations on this year's 
salary schedule. They reacted with 
boos and groans when they were told 
by board members that the teachers 
had not responded "In time" or by the 
beginning of the school year to the 
board's offer to recognize the union 
after an election. 


One parent said, "I am appalled at 


your (the board) attitude toward our 
teachers who are underpaid anyway. 
You treat them like children. This is 
all a bunch of baloney. They want to 
be treated like adults and negotiate 
like any other teachers." 


The union contends that the board 


said it would recognize the union only 
h* the teachers agreed not to discuss 
this year's salaries and next year's 
working conditions. Teachers are ob- 
jecting to their present salary sched 
ule, saying 15 per cent of the teachers 
are frozen at their present wages.

tradition of the board and admin- 
istration to see themselves as a 
team. I don't share that view," 
said Kendall. "The board is an en- 
tity made up of seven individually 
elected public officials who share 
a common commitment to work 
towards certain goals. But beyond 
this, it's not a team," Kendall 
added. 


"A team spirit tends to develop 


that takes on a life of its own. The 
board, over time, has become less 
capable than it ought to be to 
challenge itself. There's a lack of 
the sense that it's the people we're 
beholden to. 


"There's an obvious need for 


new blood and movement to limit 
service to two terms will insure 
that,' he said. 


Kendall still supports teacher 


unions and teachers' right to 
strike, perhaps especially now 
that he has been a board member 
during a season of contract nego- 
tiating. 


KENDALL ADMITS that his 


pro-union feelings put him at odds 
with the rest of the Dist. 15 board. 
"But it's time to put an end to the 
notion that teachers are demons 
A fear of teachers and unions 
makes it much more difficult to 
aid and support teachers in the 
classroom." 


Kendall said the board's fear of 


unionism runs deep "The concern 
about the teacher union pervades 
every decision that the board 
makes," Kendall stated. "That 
fear is reinforced by the school 
board association 
(the Illinos 


Assn. of School Boards) which 
sends out blatant propaganda 
about unions, the board's owll 
lawyers (Franke and Miller) and 
the opinions of their professional 
negotiator (Richard Zweiback)," 
Kendall said 


"The board can't do anything1 


without teachers But if you re- 
cruit teachers who are openly an- 
ti-orgamzational, you get 'an ed- 
ucation which is, in my opinion, 
misdir,2cted " 


Kendall strongly objects to the 


board's current practice of limit- 
ing the board negotiating team to 
three members of the president's 
choosing. No other board mem- 
bers are allowed to attend that 
committee's meetings, "for the 
stated purpose that if a teacher or 
teacher-supporter is on the board, 
that person can be eliminated 
from negotiations. 


"I FEEL IT'S illegal and uncon- 


scionable because it makes less- 
valuable the other four board 
members," Kendall said. 


But 'Kendall's concerns go be- 


yond board procedures into class- 
room problems "The thing that 
will take the longest time is to 
make real what we mean by 
"quality education," " Kendall 


Kendall points out that state 


education officials say a school 


district should spend $1,400 a yeaf 
on every pupil; but Dist. 15 spends 
only about $1,200, And while most 
Dist 15 youngsters score one- 
quarter to one-half a year above 
the national average on standard- 
ized achievement tests, about 40 
per cent of the student body 
scores below the national aver- 
age, Kendall said. 


"Tests aren't a measure of 


quality education, nor is- money. 
We should look for better ways,, to 


' measure the education we offer. 


The question is, are we doing as 
well as we can, not are the kids 
doing what they should," Kendall 
said. 
' Despite Kendall's dedication to 
a new spirit of openness and com- 
munication with the taxpayers, 
board meetings are poorly attend- 
ed by the public. But this doesn't 
daunt Kendall. 


"THE 
BURDEN is on 
the 


board I do not conclude that par- 
ents have failed, but that the 
board has failed to attract the 
public," Kendall said. 


Kendall pointed out that his let- 


ter seeking applicants for Robert 
Bliss' vacated board seat turned

Elk Grove Township officials esti- 


mate township welfare funds will run 
out in January. 


The township board is preparing to 


issue tax anticipation warrants to 
fund the welfare payments for the last 
four months of this fiscal year. That 
would be for the months of January 
through April. 


Trustee Bernard F. Lee said the 


township approved an $8,000 welfare 
payout for October Monday night, 
leaving $16,000 in the general assis- 


tance fund. He estimated the balance 
would last through December at the 
current monthly rate. 


PAULINE LUCAS, township gener- 


al assistance director, said the town- 
ship's welfare rolls have increased 
dramatically during the past year, al- 
though a downward trend has begun 
the past several months. 


She said there were 72 cases, in- 


volving 174 people, in October 1974. 
Those figures rose to a high of 178 
cases and 527 people last February, 
remained high during the spring and 


have just started to decrease, she 
added. In September 1975, there were 
93 cases and 242 people. 


ONE EFFECT OF the increase in 


cases is that Mrs. Lucas has cut back 
the monthly payments to the state 
limits. She said, "I've cut rents, but I 
cannot cut food." 


Typically, she said, the state limit, 


which the township can exceed but 
not go under, calls for $216 in monthly 
payments for a family of two on wel- 
fare. "We used to give $250 to $260

Blind 'see' Kirk Center garden 
Beauty not only for eyes

"Look at this, Jim " 
Jim turned toward the sound of 


the voice and reached out to find 
a small plastic card stuck on a 
stick in the dirt. 


His hand moved over the tiny 


white bumps of Braille and a grin 
came over his face. 


"They're 
marigolds," 
he 
said. 


"They're yellow." He reached out 
and touched the flowers, 


IN THE NEW garden at Kirk Cen- 


ter for the Handicapped, Palatine, 
flowers were blooming, water was 
trickling down a cherub fountain and 
finches were fluttering in the aviary. 


Nineteen-year-old Jim Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
ter, couldn't see the garden, but 
because of the way it was constructed 
he saw it all with his imagination. 


Plans for the Fragrance and Rec- 


reational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 
Woman's Club who wanted to do 
something for the area's handicapped 
children. Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only from Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts. 


Mrs. Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 


dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir trees were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled in Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The sips say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 
"1 put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Kay Club, Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. "The 
Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then introduced me to all 
the other area Lions Clubs. 


"No matter where I went, people 


were interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses, and 
individuals," she said. "There was 
about $10,000 in money spent, and 


there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated." 


Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said 'Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they are 16 and are 
ready to start training for a career, 
they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent planti.," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses. 


"It's wonderful just to have an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children like the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to roll around. 
The uses are manyfold, and we're 
just beginning to discover them."

House overrides school-aid veto 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Illinois House of Representa- 


tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did 


not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying m the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E. 
Coffey, 


D-Quincy; and L e l a n d Rayson, 
R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis- 


lators who was absent for the earlier 


vote, Louis F. Capuzi, R-Chicago, 
voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously. 


Four Northwest suburban legisla- 


tors, Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie; Jack B. Williams, 
D-Franklm Park; and Ted F Lever- 
enz, D-Maywood, voted to override 
the veto.

Daley and Democrats loyal to him 


had been lobbying for the veto over- 
ride since the earlier vote which took 
place after Daley personally ad- 


dressed the House for the first time in 
his career as mayor. 


THE $81 MILLION will add to the 


state school-aid payments to school 
districts throughout the state, but will 
particularly benefit Chicago. The Chi- 
cago Public Schools face a $45 million 
deficit this year, because of the settle- 
ment of he Chicago teachers' strike 
arranged by Daley in September. 


Opponents of the override, including 


Walker and Republican State Comp- 
troller George Lindberg, said an over- 
ride of the veto would set the stage 
for a state tax increase next year. 


After the vote, Schlickman said, "It 


was evident there was a great deal of 
arm-twisting and deal-making by the 
proponents to get the three votes. I'm 
sorry the House in their collective de- 
liberations accelerated the day an in- 
come tax increase will be needed."

Vote due at special Friday meeting 
Eliminate tennis courts, 
park advice unit urges 


A Palatine Park Board advisory 


committee Wednesday night voted 
unanimously to drop four tennis 
courts from a planned Palatine Town- 
ship park while continuing construc- 
tion of a swimming pool there for 
about $25,500 more than the original 
estimated cost of the project 


The park board is expected to vote 


on the panel's recommendation during 
a special meeting at 8 p.m at the 
Palatine Hills Golf Course clubhouse 


An affirmative vote will allow con- 


struction to resume Saturday morning 
on the five-acre park at Home Avenue 
and Oak Street Construction, which 
began in mid-September, was halted 
last week. It is costing the park dis- 
trict about $500 a day for the delay. 


ROBERT BERGEN, the project's 


contractor, estimated it will cost the 
park district about $29,000 for delays 
and changes in the project since con- 
struction began. The panel of former 
Palatine Rural Park District officials, 
is recommending the project be com- 
pleted for only $25,500 more than the 
original estimated cost 
The con- 


tractor 
and the committee were 


unable to negotiate the additional cost 
price Wednesday night 


Park officials earlier this week 


learned that the park with both the 
tennis courts and the pool, would cost 
at least $62,000 more than the original 
$448,000 estimated cost of the project. 


Fred Hall, park district director, 


recommended the tennis courts be 
dropped from the plans, "because 
members of the park board and this 
committee feel the pool is an essential 
part of the park and supported its 
construction in a vote last week " 


The committee members who origi- 


nally planned the park said there are 
no other locations on the site where 
soil conditions are suitable and where 
the pool could be built for an affor- 
dable price The park is being fi- 
nanced with tax revenues from the 
defunct rural park district. 


Thomas Patten, committee member 


and park commissioner, said addition- 
al funds needed to complete the proj- 
ect would either be budgeted in the 
future by the park district or would 
come from expected Interest on gen- 
eral-obligation bonds originally issued 
for the park's construction 


ON THE SUGGESTION of com- 


mittee member Eugene Dorsch, the 
panel also recommended the following 
to the park board: 


• The board investigate the possi- 


bility of appropriating funds for con- 
struction of the tennis courts at the 
park 


• The park district attorney review 


planning and architectural contracts 
to determine if the excessive costs of 
the project are due to "professional 
error " 


Residents living near the park site 


have objected to the pool's construc- 
tion, saying it will bring increased 
vandalism, flooding and noise to their 
area. 


The residents also have argued that 


the pool at the north end of the park, 
is 23 Vz feet from the nearest house. 


Residents attending the meeting 


Wednesday accused the panel and the 
park board of advancing with the pool 
plans because of limited funds and 
time "The package you have come 
up with is an absolute abortion. Just 
because you feel you have to put a 
pool in there doesn't mean it should 
go in there," said Robert Lee, 1506 N. 
Oak St. 


Junior high students learn 
math, music in living color 


Students at Winston Park Junior 


High School in Palatine are learning 
the relationship between math and 
music in a unique way. 


Through a course of study planned 


xby Robert Hannenberg, Winston Park 
music teacher, and Walter Fnker, 
Palatine Rolling Meadows Dist 15 
math coordinator, seventh and eighth 
graders are using colored cuisenaire 
rods to help them "see" the value of 
musical notes. 


Thfe rods, customarily used in the 


elementary grades for math instruc- 
tion, are designed so that one rod is 
always some proportion of another 
rod The rods were developed by and 
named for a Belgian musician, said 
Hannenberg, so they have a logical 
relationship to music. 


"The students determine with the 


rods the value of notes," Eriker said. 
Using the rods, students can see that, 
for instance, two eighth notes equal 
one quarter note 


AS ANOTHER EXAMPLE, Fnker 


said the children were recently work- 
ing with four-four time. That means 
there are four beats to a measure of 
music, and each quarter note gets one 
beat By selecting four cuisenaire 
rods to represent the quarter notes, 
Friker said the students can "sneak 
in rods of different lengths" to dis- 
cover how four-four time relates to 
two-four time or three-four time 


"It's a different kind of approach to 


teaching note value rather than lec- 
turing," Friker said. 


Close to 200 students are now using 


the cuisenaire approach at Winston 
Park and both Hannenberg and Frl- 
ker say the response is enthusiastic. 
Friker said the teaching method may 
be introduced into lower grades at 
other schools in the future.

Walter Kendall, 34, was elected 


to the Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dist. 15 Board of Education six 
months ago as something of a ma- 
verick 


On a board where a decade or 


more of service is not usual, 
Kendall advocated limiting board 
service to two terms, or six years, 
and defeated Incumbent Otto Ei- 
lering, a board member for nine 
years. 


Kendall came in on a platform 


of openness and accountability to 
the public. He drew the support of 
district teachers, and he openly 
a p p r o v e d teachers' rights to 
unionize and strike if necessary. 


WHERE HAVE HIS views got- 


ten him six months later? 


Kendall thinks he's making 


progress. As chairman of the 
board's public and professional 
relations committee, Kendall says 
steps are being taken to "make 
the board process more open and 
visible." 


At the time of Robert Bliss's 


resignation from the board, Kend- 
all issued a letter to various civic 
groups seeking board applicants. 


As a result, nine candidates ap- 
plied. 


And Kendall spoke out in favor 


of more open teacner contract ne- 
gotiations in the future at the Oc- 
tober board meeting, asking that 
all board members be fully in- 
cluded in negotiations to come. 


ALTHOUGH Kendall often finds 


himself challenging and question- 
ing board members of long stand- 
ing at meetings, Kendall says it s 
not meant personally. 


"My inclination is to be direct 


and abstract at the same time," 
Kendall said in a recent inter- 
view. "It apparently has upset 
some board members who have 
taken it personally, such as the 
time I expressed concern about 
negotiations." 


Kendall said his respect for 


board members has grown over 
the past six months. "These are 
singularly dedicated people. And 
they're certainly not guilty of not 
doing their homework. They show 
real dedication." 


But Kendall stands by his call 


for a limit to board members' 
terms because of "a lack of 
awareness of three large social 


NSSEO board agrees 
to recognition of union 


More than 200 parents and teachers 


packed the Wednesday night board 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and 
participated In a tension-filled dis- 
cussion with the board concerning 
recognition of the NSSEO teacher's 
union. 


The board unanimously passed a 


resolution agreeing to recognize the 
teachers' union once an election was 
held to determine if the teachers wer« 
in favor of union representation. 


The board, however, refused to 


agree to a union request to negotiate 
this > ear's teachers' salaries, which 
were decided upon in September with- 
out teacher participation. 


PARENTS SPOKE In favor of re- 


opening negotiations on this year's 
salary schedule. They reacted with 
boos and groans when they were told 
by board members that the teachers 
had not responded "In time" or by the 
beginning of the school year to the 
board's offer to recognize the union 
after an election. 


One parent said, "I am appalled at 


your (the board) attitude toward our 
teachers who are underpaid anyway. 
You treat them like children. This is 
all a bunch of baloney. They want to 
be treated like adults and negotiate 
like any other teachers," 


The union contends that the board 


said it would recognize the union only 
It the teachers agreed not to discuss 
this year's salaries and next year's 
working conditions. Teachers are ob- 
jecting to their present salary sched 
ule, saying IS per cent of the teachers 
are frozen at their present wages.

"THERE IS A long-standing 


tradition of the board and admin- 
istration to see themselves as a 
team. I don't share that view," 
said Kendall. "The board is an en- 
tity made up of seven individually 
elected public officials who share 
a common commitment to work 
towards certain goals. But beyond 
this, it's not a team," Kendall 
added. 


"A team spirit tends to develop 


that takes on a life of its own. The 
board, over time, has become less 
capable than it ought to be to 
challenge itself. There's a lack of 
the sense that it's the people we're 
beholden to. 


"There's an obvious need for 


new blood and movement to limit 
service to two terms will insure 
that,'' he said. 


Kendall still supports teacher 


unions and teachers' right to 
strike, perhaps especially now 
that he has been a board member 
during a season of contract nego- 
tiating. 


KENDALL ADMITS that his 


pro-union feelings put him at odds 
with the rest of the Dist. 15 board. 
"But it's time to put an end to the 
notion that teachers are demons. 
A fear of teachers and unions 
makes it much more difficult to 
aid and support teachers in the 
classroom." 


Kendall said the board's fear of 


unionism runs deep. "The concern 
about the teacher union pervades 
every decision that the board 
makes," Kendall stated 
"That 


fear is reinforced by the school 
board association (the Illinos 
Assn of School Boards) which 
sends out blatant 
propaganda 


about unions, the board's owA 
lawyers (Franke and Miller) and 
the opinions of then: professional 
negotiator (Richard Zweiback)," 
Kendall said. 


"The board can't do anything 


without teachers. But if you re- 
cruit teachers who are openly an- 
ti-organizational, you get an ed- 
ucation which is, in my opinion, 
misdirscted." 


Kendall strongly objects to the 


board's current practice of limit- 
ing the board negotiating team to 
three members of the president's 
choosing. No other board mem- 
bers are allowed to attend that 
committee's meetings, "for the 
stated purpose that if a teacher or 
teacher-supporter is on the board, 
that person can be eliminated 
from negotiations 


"I FEEL IT'S illegal and uncon- 


scionable because it makes less- 
valuable the other four board 
members," Kendall said. 


But Kendall's concerns go be- 


yond board procedures into class- 
room problems. "The thing that 
will take the longest time is to 
make real what we mean by 
"quality education," " Kendall 


Kendall points out that state 


education officials say a school 


district should spend $1,400 a year 
on every pupil, but Dist. 15 spends 
only about $1,200. And white most 
Dist 
15 youngsters score one- 


quarter to one-half a year above 
the national average on standard- 
ized achievement tests, about 40 
per cent of the student body 
scores below the national aver- 
age, Kendall said. 


"Tests aren't a measure of 


quality education, :nor is money. 
We should look for better ways to 
•measure the education we offer. 
The'question is, are we doing as 
well as we can, not are the kids 
doing what they should," Kendall 
said. 


Despite Kendall's dedication to 


a new spirit of openness and com- 
munication with the taxpayers, 
board meetings are poorly attend- 
ed by the public. But this doesn't 
daunt Kendall. 


"THE BURDEN is on the 


board. I do not conclude that par- 
ents have failed, but that the 
board has failed to attract the 
public," Kendall said. 


Kendall pointed out that his let- 


ter seeking applicants for Robert 
Bliss' vacated board seat turned 
up many new qualified residents 
with an interest in the district. "I 
think if we indicated that we don't 
have all the answers, we'll get 
better public participation," he 
said. 


Kendall's outspoken views have 


caused him some tense moments 
with other board members.

dents are required to pay taxes on the 
$1.3 million bond issue to build the 
new library. 


~ Library officials had indicated prior 
to the June 28 referendum to expand 
the library boundaries that library tax 
revenue from the new residents would 
be diverted to help pay for the $1.3 
million bond issue. This never hap- 
pened and some library board mem- 
bers have indicated it's a "dead is-

Park man were indicted by a federal 
grand jury Tuesday. Being sought is 
Roger Riccio, 39, of 1419 N. 18th Ave., 
said Richard G. Held, special agent in 
charge of the Chicago FBI office. 


THE ARRESTS culminated a two- 


year investigation into gambling oper- 
ations principally in the Chicago area, 


Held said. Wiretap authorization was 
given to seek evidence for the in- 
dictments. 


Authorities said the gambling oper- 


ation centered chiefly in western Chi- 
cago and the western suburbs. The 
ring allegedly took bets on sports ac- 
t i v 11 i e s probably including horse 
racing, an FBI spokesman said.

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Judge tells outdoor theater owners 
Screens better work or else...

A Circuit Court Judge Tuesday 


threatened to penalize owners of the 
53 Outdoor Theater in Palatine Town- 
ship if two new movie screens, under 
construction, prove visible to persons 
outside the drive-in. 


"II those new screens go up and 


someone outside the theater can see 
them, then someone's going to Jail," 
Judge Francis T. Delaney told Pat- 
rick Tuite, attorney for Kohlberg The- 
aters, owners of the drive-in. 


The judge questioned the delayed 


construction of the new screens and 
said he was growing impatient with 
the continuation of the 4-month-old 
trial. 


THE STATE'S Attorney's Office 


filed a lawsuit in July, contending 
that the drive-in theater, Rand and 
Hicks roads, is creating traffic haz- 
ards by showing X-ratcd films on its 
main screen which is visible to motor- 
ists and nearby residents. 


The theater owners are attempting 


to appease the court by constructing 
two additional movie screens, which 
will face vacant land behind the the- 
ater, and will be used exclusively for 
the showing of X-ratcd films.

Nineteen-year-old Jim Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
tei. couldn't see the gatden, but 
because of the way it was constructed 
he saw it all with his imagination 


Plans for the Fragrance and Rec- 


leational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 
Woman's Club who wanted to do 
«.omethlng Tor the area's handicapped 
dutch en Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only fiom Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
sation cooperative which draws from 
ID area school districts 


Mis Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 
mind 


"I did a lot of reseaich on what 


would be best for the garden,'1 Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 
and very active so the blind chil- 


dren can hear them " 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those m wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful 
for the blind children 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled •their leaves. Two fir tr«es were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled m Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille." Mrs. Poduska said. 
"I put more of a description in Braille 
so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


done by club husbands, parents of 
students, and the Conant High School 
Key Club. Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said 
"The 


Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then introduced me to all 
the other area Lions Clubs 


"No matter where 1 vvent, people 


were interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses, and 
individuals." she said. "There was 
about $10 000 in money spent, and 


there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated " 


Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 years, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed

tives voted 89 to 86 Wednesday to 
override Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of 
$81 million in general school-aid 
funds. 


The vote, a victory for Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley, means the 
Illinois Senate now has 15 days in 
which to vote to override Walker's 
veto and thus restore the funds to lo- 
cal school districts. The vote in the 
Senate is expected next week. 


Northwest suburban legislators did

not change their votes from the vote 
on the issue taken two weeks ago, 
which ended in an 86-to-86 tie. The 89 
votes to override Wednesday was the 
minimum needed. 


The vote ended several days of in- 


tense lobbying in the House. Three 
l e g i s l a t o r s , Max E.

D-Quincy; and L e i and 
Rayson, 


R-Charleston, Michael F. McClain, 
D-Tinley Park, switched their votes to 
Daley's side. 


IN ADDITION, one of the five legis-

voted to override the veto. The forces 
opposing the veto picked up two of the 
five absentees and one legislator, 
James M. Houlihan, D-Chicago, who 
voted to override the veto previously.

Teachers in River Trails Dist. 26 


overwhelmingly turned down their 
tentative 1975-76 contract in a vote 
Wednesday and want to return to the 
negotiating table to settle the con- 
tract. 


George Chase, vice president of the 


River Trails Education Assn. said 92 
per cent of the 140 teachers casting 
ballots voted against the contract. 
There are approximately 150 teachers 
in Dist. 26. 


"The whole contract was rejected 


on all Issues," Chase said. "Money 
was not the primary issue. All of 
them were important," he said. 


Effort to halt 
vandals rests 
ivith panel 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Rob- 


ert J. Eppley said the village is "pin- 
ning its hopes'' of curbing vandalism 
on a proposed crime prevention bu- 
reau. 


Eppley's statements came in re- 


sponse to angry citizens' complaints 
at Tuesday night's board meeting 
about growing vandalism in the vil- 
lage. The complaints were prompted 
by an attack by vandals Saturday 
night on the home of R. C. Stein. 716 
S. Louis St. 


Stein said vandals awakened him 


and his wife Saturday night when they 
bombarded his house with rocks from 
Weller Creek. He said more than' 
$1.000 damage may have been done. 


"WE WERE JUST terrified," Stein 


said, noting people could have been 
killed if they were sitting in the heavi- 
ly windowed family room. 


Stein said the village should initiate 


a policy to discourage vandalism. 
"This vandalism has got to stop," he 
said. "We have to put a price tag on 
the heads of these vandals." 


Eppley said the village is hoping to 


stem the vandalism problem with a 
special crime,prevention bureau to be 
funded by a federal grant. The grant

T e a c h e r s and board members 


reached a tentative contract settle- 
ment Sept. 4 after only five negotiat- 
ing sessions. But rank-and-file union 
members voted overwhelmingly to 
table approval of the contract until 
November, citing unhappiness with 
extra-duty and salary provisions. 


AS A RESULT of the contract post- 


ponement, seven of the teachers' 15 
negotiators resigned in protest. Gary 
Rathgeber, RTEA president, said his 
colleagues "don't believe that the 
board has no more money." 


The contract includes a 7 per cent 


increase in salary and fringe benefits, 
including the annual salary increase 
for experience. Teachers said they 
preferred to wait a few months to see 
if Gov. Daniel Walker's state educa- 
tion cuts would be restored and addi- 
tional money made available to Dist. 
«6. 


Chase said Wednesday that the 


teachers were also waiting for the 
board to adopt a "reduction in force" 
policy before giving their approval to 
a contract. That policy outlines a 
procedure for dismissing teachers 
should dropping enrollments warrant 
staff reductions. 


The board policy committee is still 


discussing a proposed reduction in 
force policy with their next meeting 
scheduled for Tuesday at 8 p.m. 
Chase said that teachers had only mi- 
nor objections to the policy as it is 
now proposed. 


Chase said teachers now want to re- 


turn to the negotiating table to iron 
out these issues. He said the union ex- 
ecutive board would be in contact 
with the school board to arrange a 
meeting next week. 


WHEN ASKED if the contract re- 


jection meant a strike might be pos- 
sible. Chase said "1 can't foresee that 
at this time." 


Dist. 26 teachers will continue to 


work under their 1974-75 agreement 
until a new settlement is reached. The 
teachers have a continuing contract 
with the district, breakable only if 
teachers notify the board that they 
wish to amend or terminate the 
agreement. 


Board Pres. Leora Rosen said she

200 parents, teachers pack meeting 
NSSEO to recognize union 


More than 200 parents and teachers 


packed the Wednesday night board 
meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and 
participated in a tension-filled dis- 
cussion with the board concerning 
recognition of the NSSEO teacher's 
union.

They want to 
be treated like adults and negotiate 
like any other teachers." 


The union contends that the board 


said it would recognize the union only 
if the teachers agreed not to discuss 
this year's salaries and next year's 
working conditions. Teachers are ob- 
jecting to their present salary sched 
ule, saying 15 per cent of the teachers 
are frozen at their present wages.

Providing recreational facilities for 


the area was one of the reasons River 
Trails initiated the annexation refer- 
endum But park officials made it

WEISS INDICATED the park dis- 


trict may try to convince Quincy Park 
residents who rejected the annexation 
proposal to reconsider and petition to 
join the district.

"Look at this, Jim." 
Jim turned toward the sound of 


the voice and reached out to find 
a small plastic card stuck on a 
stick in the dirt. 


His hand moved over the tiny 


white bumps of Braille and a grin 
came over his face. 


"They're 
marigolds," 
he 
said. 


"They're yellow." He reached out 
and touched the flowers. 


IN THE NEW garden at Kirk Cen- 


ter for the Handicapped, Palatine, 
flowers were blooming, water was 
trickling down a cherub fountain and 
finches were fluttering in the aviary. 


Nineteen-year-old Jim Vowell of 


Palatine, a blind student at the cen- 
ter, couldn't see the garden, but 


, because of the way it was constructed 
• he saw it all with his imagination. 


Plans for the Fragrance and Rec- 


reational Vocational Garden for the 
Handicapped began in 1973, initiated 
by members of the Arlington Heights 


• Woman's Club who wanted to do 


something for the area's handicapped 
children. Kirk Center was selected 
as the site, since it serves children 
not only from Arlington Heights but 
all those served by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation cooperative which draws from 
10 area school districts. 


Mrs. Laddie Poduska, garden pro- 


ject chairman, said everything from 
paths to foliage was chosen with the 
capabilities of the handicapped in 


• mind. 


"I did a lot of research on what 


would be best for the garden," Mrs. 
Poduska said. "After talking to the 
Lincoln Park Zoo curator, we de- 
cided to get finches for the aviary 
because they're interesting to watch 


. and very active so the blind chil- 


dren can hear them." 


THE GARDEN is laced with walk- 


ways that are paved so children in 
wheelchairs can navigate easily. 


Paths encircle four triangular and 


two circular raised beds, permitting 
blind students and those in wheel- 
chairs to get close enough to the 
plants to touch or see them. 


One of the beds is planted with 


herbs that have a strong fragrance, 
such as lemon verbena, lavender and 
mint which is especially meaning- 
ful for the blind children. 


Trees were selected for the sound 


they would make when the wind rus- 
tled their leaves. Two fir troes were 
chosen so they could be decorated 
for Christmas. But the children could 
not wait for Christmas so the trees 
have been decorated since September. 


The trees and all other plants are 


labeled in Braille on small plastic 
cards so the blind can easily identify 
them. 


"The signs say the name of the 


plant, such as witch hazel, for those 
who can see, and then above that 
there is Braille," Mrs. Poduska said. 


• "I put more of a description in Braille 


so the blind students will have more 
of an idea of what's there." 


MOST OF THE actual planting was 


• done by club husbands, parents of 
• students, and the Conant High School 


Key Club, Mrs. Poduska said. 


"The Woman's Club raised funds 


through antique shows, garage sales 
and other projects," she said. "The 
Arlington Heights Lions Club donated 
money and then introduced me to all

"No matter where I went, people 


were interested and wanted to help, 
including nurseries, businesses, and 
individuals," she said. "There was 
about $10,000 in money spent, and 
there was at least a comparable 
amount of materials and services do- 
nated " 


Landscape architect Harold 0. Klopp 


donated his services by designing 
the garden. Klopp has been the de- 
signer and coordinator of the Chi- 
cago World Flower and Garden Show 
for the past 15 y.ears, and designed 
the Fragrance Garden in Braille at 
the Chicago Lighthouse for the Blind. 


BUT WHILE THE Kirk garden is 


similar to other fragrance gardens, 
it is different in one important way: 
it is a vocational garden, intended 
to train handicapped children to earn 
a living when they graduate from 
Kirk Center. 


"We have several students in com- 


munity job placement, and we hope 
to use the garden to train some stu- 
dents to work in landscaping, main- 
tenance and greenhouses," said Ron 
Sterrett, principal of Kirk Center. 


Horticulturist Diane Lanigan is in 


charge of the garden and said several 
students are being taught to prune, 
water and weed. 


"We want to start teaching the 


children about plants as early as 
possible so when they are 16 and are 


ready to start training for a career, 
they will be familiar with the differ- 
ent plants," she said. 


Mrs. Lanigan is hopeful students 


will be able to maintain the garden 
without outside help. 


THE OPENING of the garden at 


the end of September has spurred an 
avalanche of ideas for uses. 
/ 


"It's wonderful just to have an out- 


door setting for classes, or somewhere 
we can take students on a one-to-one 
basis," Sterrett said. "The little 
children like the grassy area just 
to get the feel of it, to roll around. 
The uses are manyfold, and we're 
just beginning to discover them." 


Other schools for the handicapped 


have already been calling Kirk Cen- 
ter about bringing their classes to 
the garden.' 


Mrs. Cornelia Brown, Jim Vowell's 


teacher, was a teacher's aide for a 
blind class this past summer that 
used the garden even before it was 
completed. 


"We take so much of everything for 


granted, but they were just thrilled 
with so many things in the garden," 
Mrs. Brown said. 


She said the garden gives the 


teachers the important opportunity to 
get the children outside, particularly 
since parents are often fearful of al- 
lowing their handicapped 
children 


outdoors. 


"It's a wonderful opportunity to 


get a feeling of the weather," she 
said. "Jim has even gotten out of 
his wheelchair to have lunch on the 
grass. We heard the planes and felt 
the sun and listened to the sounds of 
the outdoors. I want him to touch 
the flowers and the grass. I want him 
to see what it's like. The word I like 
to use is enrichment."
